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The growth of Canada's social security programs in 
recent years has stimulated an increased demand for statistical 
information on a current basis, 


Up to the present the only published sources of statistics 
on the various programs operated under federal legislation 
administered by my Department have been the annual reports of 
the programs and occasional special publications.. 


Accordingly, we have decided to commence publication 
of a Quarterly Statistical Bulletin presenting the most frequently 
required statistics on an up-to-date basis. The three-month 
interval has been chosen as being the most favourable from the 
point of view of usefulness for topical presentation. It has been 
felt, further, that an historical series presenting federal ex- 
penditures on social security programs on both a national and 
provincial basis would be very useful in meeting governmental 
and public demand for statistical information on these programs, 


I hope that this bulletin will be helpful to the wide variety 
of agencies and individuals who have shown an interest in the type 
of data that are presented here. We plan to produce four issues 
each year.

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INTRODUCTION 


The purpose of this bulletin is to present an historical series 
showing details of federal expenditures on the various social security 
programs for which this Department is responsible under federal 
legislation. 


The tables in this publication have been compiled from data 
obtained from the divisions concerned within the Department of National 
Health and Welfare. Some recent statistics are subject to adjustment 
and are given as preliminary. These adjustments may carry forward into 
the six following months and may effect the statistics relating to the 
current or next fiscal year. In some instances, monthly figures do not 
add up to the respective fiscal year because while the fiscal year 
totals may be revised, the amendments are not allocated to any 
particular month or months. 


Every effort has been made to maintain consistency of presenta- 
tion throughout the bulletin. For most of the programs, the data are 
presented in two ways: (1) a table giving the number of recipients 
and federal expenditures on a fiscal year basis for the last seven 
fiscal years, and a breakdown by months for the latest 15 months, and 
(2) a summary by province of the same data for the latest month in the 
relevant quarter. 


Statistics in respect of schemes inaugurated during the past 
seven years will, of course, only date from the year in which they 
were established. Thus, data for the Fitness and Amateur Sport program 
begin with fiscal year 1961-62; those for National Welfare Grants in 
1962-63; those for Youth Allowances in 1964-65; and those for the 
Guaranteed Income Supplement are for only the three months ending 
March..1967 . 


In the case of the Unemployment Assistance program, the latest 
monthly information shown is for October 1966, which is six months 
earlier than statistics for the other programs. These are the latest 
data available because of the six months' extension allowed the 
provinces for filing their claims under the plan. 


Under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act, the 
Province of Quebec has opted out of the Old Age Assistance, Disabled 
Persons Allowances and Blind Persons Allowances programs, and from 
the welfare portion of Unemployment Assistance. Consequently, starting 
with the effective date of opting out, Quebec is excluded from the 
tables giving statistics of the respective programs and, in lieu, 
receives a tax abatement from the Federal Government.

The Quarterly Statistical Bulletin contains selected 
statistics on income maintenance, shared cost and grant- 
in-aid programs operated by my Department. The Bulletin 
has been developedto meet the needs of federal, provincial, 
and municipal government officials, voluntary agencies, 
educational institutions, news media and all others who 
have shown an interest in obtaining such data. I hope that 
this publication will be widely used and prove to be a 
valuable source of basic and up-to-date information. 


This issue, which is the second in the quarterly 
series of this Bulletin, has been expanded to include a 
brief description of each of the programs for which 
statistical data are provided. 


The Quarterly Statistical Bulletin is the work of

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INTRODUCTION 


To supplement the program statistics presented in this publication, 
the main provisions governing each of the programs are described briefly 
below. Information in greater detail is to be found in this Department's 


publication, Social Security in Canada, as well as in the annual reports 
of each of the programs. 


Programs 


Old Age: Security. — The Oid Age Security Act of,1951, ‘as* amended, 
provides for pensions to be paid monthly to all persons who meet the age 
and residence requirements. At the end of 1965 the qualifying age was 
70 but since then, the qualifying age is being reduced one year at a 
time so that in 1967 the Old Age Security pension is payable to those 
age 68 or over and, by 1970, it will be payable to all eligible 
individuals at age 65 and over. The monthly pension amounted to $75 in 
1967, but will be $76.50 in 1968, following an adjustment by the Pension 
Index developed for the Canada Pension Plan. 


This program is financed by the proceeds of a 3 per cent sales tax, 
4.3.per cent tax oncorporation income, and a 4 per cent tax on taxable 
personal income, subject to an annual limit of $240. These revenues are 
credited Lo the Old Age Security, fund. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement. - This program became effective on 


January 1, 1967, and is designed to provide a supplementary benefit to 
elderly people with little or no income other than the Old Age Security 
pension. The maximum supplement is, 40 per cent of the Old Age Security 
pension, which in 1967 provided a monthly supplement of up to $30. Thus, 
for 1967, pensioners with only the Old Age Security pension are 
guaranteed an annual income of $1,260 for single pensioners and $2,520 
for a married couple who are both pensioners. Pensioners with income in 
addition to the Old Age Security pension may receive a partial monthly 
supplement calculated by reducing the maximum monthly supplement by one 
dollar for each two full dollars of monthly income other than the 
pension. As the maximum supplement is set at 40 per cent of the Old 

Age Security pension, it will increase each time that the pension is 
escalated by the Pension Index. In consequence, the monthly supplement 
in. 1968 will be $30.60. 


Income for purposes of the program is determined under the Income 
Tax Act but excludes the Old Age Security pension and the amount of any 
supplement. 


Family Allowances. - The Family Allowances program provides for 
payments on behalf of all children up to age 16 who are resident in 
Canada, subject to minimal residence qualifications, Monthly payments 
are made at the rate of $6 for each child under 10 years of age and $8 
for each child age 10 or over but under 16 years. Generally, the 
allowance is paid to the mother. 
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Another program called Family Assistance is operated in 
conjunction with Family Allowances and bridges the gap until an 
immigrant child becomes eligible for Family Allowances. Under Family 
Assistance, payments are made at Family Allowances rates for each 
child under age 16 resident in Canada supported by a landed immigrant 
or by a Canadian returning to reside in Canada permanently. 


Youth Allowances. - Under this program, monthly allowances of 
$10 are paid in respect of all dependent youths age 16 and 17 who are 
receiving full-time educational training or who are precluded from doing 
so by reason of physical or mental infirmity. 


The province of Quebec operates a comparable program called 
Schooling Allowances which covers eligible youths in Quebec. The 
Youth Allowances program and the Quebec Schooling Allowances cover 
all eligible youths in Canada. It should be mentioned that the 
statistical data in this publication are for the Federal, program only, 
and do not include the Quebec program. 


Canada Assistance Plan. - This Plan was enacted in 1966 as a 
comprehensive public assistance measure to complement other income 
security programs. It provides a single administrative framework for 
federal sharing with the provinces in costs of assistance and of health 
and welfare services for needy people. A significant feature of the 
Canada Assistance Plan is that it may by back-dated so as to be effective 
from April 1, 196006, 


The Plan is designed to replace Old Age Assistance, Disabled 
Persons' Allowances, Blind Persons' Allowances and Unemployment 
Assistance and to provide a more flexible and extended program of 
social assistance. The provinces still retain the options of continuing 
separate administration of these categorical programs and of contracting 
out under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act of 1965. 
Quebec is the only province, todate, which has elected to receive 
alternate compensation under the legislation in respect of the, categorical 
programs and the Canada Assistance Plan. It receives in lieu fiscal 
payments from the federal government. 


Considerable progress has occurred in the transition from the 
categorical public assistance programs to the Canada Assistance Plan. 
At present, the Unemployment Assistance program has been virtually 
replaced with the exception of certain minor provincial programs 
operated thereunder which continue to use a means test. With respect 
to Old Age Assistance and Blind and Disabled Persons Allowances, some 
provinces have replaced them completely by the Canada Assistance Plan, 
others accept new applications under the Canada Assistance Plan but 
continue to operate the categorical programs for the old case load; 
while in other provinces the categorical programs continue unchanged. 
The movement of categorical programs to the Canada Assistance Plan and 
the contracting out of Quebec affect the statistical data reported 
under the Canada Assistance Plan and each of the categorical assistance 
programs. 
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Old Age Assistance. - This program was introduced to provide 
income support to persons age 65 or over who are in need and who meet 
the ten years residence and income requirements, but who have not yet 
reached eligible age for the Old Age Security pension. The federal 
government reimburses the provinces 50 per cent of up to $75 per month 
towards assistance given each recipient. 


Since the qualifying age under the Old Age Security legislation 
is gradually being reduced, this program will be phased out by 1970 
when the qualifying age for the Old Age Security pension reaches 65. 


Disabled Persons Allowances. - This program provides for federal 
reimbursement to the provinces for allowances paid to permanently and 
totally disabled persons age 18 and over who are in need and meet the 
10 years residence and income requirements. The federal government 
reimburses Che.provinces for .50.per cent of sup.to,;$/75 ia month,for each 
Preci prenks 


Blind Persons Allowances. - Under this program, the federal 
government reimburses the provinces 75 per cent of the allowances paid 
to blind persons who are age 18 and over and who are in need and who 
meet the 10 years residence and income requirements. The provincial 
payment shareable by the federal government is up to a maximum of $75 
monthly per recipient. 


Unemployment Assistance. - The Unemployment Assistance Act of 


1956, as amended, authorized the federal government to enter into an 
agreement with any province to reimburse 50 per cent of the unemploy- 
ment assistance expenditures made by that province and its munici- 
palities to unemployed persons and their dependants who are in need. 
The conditions under which payments are granted and the rates of 
assistance are determined by the province or municipality. All the 
provinces and the two territories signed agreements under this Act. 


Fitness and Amateur Sport Program. - Under the Fitness and Amateur 
Sport Act of 1961 the federal government may spend up to $5,000,000 a 


year on the encouragement, promotion and development of active leisure 
pursuits for everyone in Canada. These programs are carried out mainly 
by non-governmental agencies. Also, Canadian participation in active 
recreation and amateur sport can be promoted internationally, nationally, 
provincially and locally through financial assistance, technical 
guidance, the provision of teaching materials, training assistance, 
research and the construction of facilities. The 30-member National 
Advisory Council of Fitness and Amateur Sport serves the Minister of 
National Health and Welfare in an advisory capacity. Various 
committees have been established to ensure co-operation and co- 
ordination between interested officials of the federal and provincial 
governments and with executives of sports organizations. 
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The federal program has five elements: Grants to National 
Organizations, Grants for Athletic Events, Grants for Training and 
Research, Services of the Department of National Health and Welfare, 
and Grants to the Provinces. Applications for all grants at the 
provincial or local level are made in the first instance to the 
responsible provincial department. 


The province of Quebec did not sign an agreement with the 
federal government and hence does not take part in the program. 


National Welfare Grant Program. - Established in 1962 to help 


develop and strengthen welfare services in Canada, this program 
provides for a general welfare and professional training grant and a 
welfare research grant. 


The general welfare grant provides funds for projects to 
improve welfare administration, develop provincial consultative and 
co-ordinating services, and to strengthen and extend public and 
voluntary welfare services in child welfare, aging, general assistance 
and other welfare fields. Bursaries for full-time graduate training 
at Canadian schools of social work are provided as well as training 
grants for employees of government and voluntary welfare agencies. 
Staff development grants provide support for a wide variety of staff 
training programs for personnel employed, or to be employed, in public 
and non-governmental welfare agencies. These provisions are 
administered in co-operation and on a shared-cost basis with the 
provinces, whereas the following provisions of the program are 
administered by the federal government: welfare scholorships are 
awarded for graduate study in Canadian schools of social work and 
fellowships for advanced study at Canadian and foreign universities; 
teaching and’ field instruction ‘grants assisé Canadian sehools *ofisécral 
work with the salaries of additional staff required to implement the 
program. 


A variety of research studies undertaken by public and voluntary 
welfare and correctional agencies, universities and research institu- 
tions are supported by welfare reseach grants. 


National voluntary welfare agencies may submit directly to the 
federal government projects relating to the strengthening and developing 
of welfare services not covered by other provisions of the program. 


Sources of Data 


The tables were compiled from data obtained from the respective 
Divisions within the Department of National Health and Welfare. Recent 
data presented in this Bulletin are preliminary and, when final totals 
are compiled, necessary adjustments may be made which, however, may not 
be specifically allocated to any particular month or months. In some 
instances, adjustments may carry forward into the six following months 
and thus may affect the statistics relating to the next fiscal year. 


Presentation 


In most cases the data are presented in two ways: (1) a table 
giving the number of recipients under the program and federal expendi- 
tures either for a period of seven years or, if the’ program began 
within that period, since the date it commenced, and a breakdown by 
months for the latest 15 months; (2) a summary by province of the 
number of recipients and net payments made by the federal government 
for the latest month in the relevant quarter. 


For the Unemployment Assistance program, the latest monthly data 
are six months' earlier than for the other programs, these being the 
latest available because of the six months' extension allowed the 
provinces, for filing their claims.under the plan. Monthly data in 
respect of the Fitness and Amateur Sport program and the National 
Welfare Grants are not given as neither program is related to a 
monthly pattern of expenditure. 


Brief comments on statistics 


The growth in pension payments under the Old Age Security pension 
program as shown in this publication results, firstly, from the periodic 
increases in rates which have raised the monthly pension from $55.00 in 
1960-61 to $75 by the end of 1966-67 and, secondly, from the increase 
in. the number of recipients, aceelerated in recent “years "by the lewering 
of the eligible age from 70 to 69 years commencing January 1, 1966, and 
te 68 years from January, 1, 1967: 


The number of children eligible for Family Allowances and the 
total net allowances paid are increasing each year but at decelerating 
rates. However, the rate of increase for total payments is not 
decelerating as quickly as that for the number of eligible children. 
This reflects the changing age composition of the children eligible for 
Family Allowances and has come about because of the decline in the 
birth rate since 1957. Consequently, more children are moving into the 
10-16 age group at $8 monthly than there are new entrants into the 
under-10 age group at $6 per month. The following table illustrates 
the difference in the rates of increase from year to year in the number 
of eligible children and total net Family Allowances' payments from 
1960-61 to 1966-67, inclusive.

The 
influence of this transitional process is reflected in the statistical 
data for the programs being replaced, as can be seen in Tables 10, 12 
and 14.

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FOREWORD 


The Quarterly Statistical Bulletin contains selected 
statistics on income maintenance, shared cost and grant-in-aid 
programs operated by the Department of National Health and 
Welfare. The Bulletin has been developed to meet the needs of 
federal, provincial, and municipal government officials, volun- 
tary agencies, educational institutions, news media and all 
others who have shown an interest in obtaining such data. I hope 
that this publication will be widely used and prove to be a 
valuable source of basic and up-to-date information. 


This issue, which is the third in the quarterly series 
of this Bulletin, has been expanded to include for the first time 
current data on the health programs for which this Department 
is responsible. Another feature commencing with this issue is 
the provision of data on federal contributions to Quebec under 
the Federal- Provincial Fiscal Revision Actof 1964 and the 
Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act of 1965. 
Under the latter, payments are made in respect of the various 
federal- provincial programs from which Quebec has withdrawn. 
Under the former, payments are made in lieu of payments to 
Quebec residents under the Youth Allowances program. A table 
setting forth these federal payments is accompanied by explana- 
tory text outlining the nature of the agreements.

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INTRODUCTION 


To supplement the program statistics presented in this publication, 
the main provisions governing each of the programs are described briefly 
below. Information in greater detail is to be found in this Department's 
publications, Social Security in Canada and Health and Welfare Services in 
Canada, as well as in the annual reports of each of the programs. 


Programs 


Old.Age.Security,.- The Old Age Security. Act of 1951, .as.amended, 
provides for pensions to be paid monthly to all persons who meet the age 
and residence requirements. At the end of 1965 the qualifying age was 
70 but since then, the qualifying age is being reduced one year at a time 
so that by 1967 the Old Age Security pension was payable to those age 68 
or over and, by 1970, it will be payable to all eligible individuals at 
age 65 and over. The monthly pension amounted to $75 in 1967, but it 
becomes $76.50 in 1968 following an adjustment in the Pension Index developed 
for the Canada Pension Plan. 


This program is financed by the proceeds of a 3 per cent sales tax, 
a 3 per cent tax on corporation income, and a 4 per cent tax on taxable 
personal income, subject to an annual limit of $240. These revenues are 
credited,-to the.Old Age Security »fund. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement. - This program became effective on 
January 1, 1967, and is designed to provide a supplementary benefit to 
elderly people with little or no income other than the Old Age Security 
pension. The maximum supplement is 40 per cent of the Old Age Security 
pension, which in 1967 provided a monthly supplement of up to $30. Thus, 
for 1967, pensioners with only the Old Age Security pension are 
guaranteed an annual income of $1,260 for single pensioners and $2,520 
for a married couple who are both pensioners. Pensioners with income in 
addition to the Old Age Security pension may receive a partial monthly 
supplement calculated by reducing the maximum monthly supplement by one 
dollar for each two full dollars of monthly income other than the pension. 
As the maximum supplement is set at 40 per cent of the Old Age Security 
pension, it will increase each time that the pension is escalated by the 
Pension Index. In consequence, the monthly supplement applicable in 
£968: 16 4530.60. 


Income for purposes of the program is determined under the Income 
Tax Act but excludes the Old Age Security pension and the amount of any 
supplement. 


Family Allowances. - The Family Allowances program provides for 
payments on behalf of all children up to age 16 who are resident in 
Canada, subject to minimal residence qualifications. Monthly payments 
are made at the rate of $6 for each child under 10 years of age and $8 
for each child age 10 or over but under 16 years. Generally, the 
allowance is paid to the mother. 
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Another program, called Family Assistance, is operated in 
conjunction with Family Allowances and bridges the gap until a child 
becomes eligible for Family Allowances. Under Family Assistance, 
payments are made at Famiiy Allowances rates for each child under age 
16 resident in Canada supported by a landed immigrant or by a Canadian 
returning to reside in Canada permanently. 


Youth Allowances. - Under this program, monthly allowances of $10 
are paid in respect of ali dependent youths age 16 and 17 who are receiving 
full-time educational training or who are precluded from doing so by 
reason of physical or mental infirmity. 


The province of Quebec operates a comparable program called 
Schooling Allowances which covers eligible youths in Quebec and for 
which that province receives financial compensation from the federal 
government (see page 8). The Youth Allowances program and the Quebec 
Schooling Allowances cover all eligible youths in Canada. 


Canada Assistance Plan. - This Plan was enacted in 1966 as a 
comprehensive public assistance measure to complement other income 
security measures. It provides, under agreements with the provinces, 


federal contributions of 50 p.c. of the costs ‘of ‘assistance to*persons 

in need and of certain costs of improving or extending welfare services. 
The Plan is designed to replace the Unemployment Assistance Act, 1956, 
(see below) although the latter will continue in effect in some provinces 
for an interim period with respect to certain programs that utilize a 
means test and are not covered under the Canada Assistance Plan. 


The Canada Assistance Plan legislation provides that the provinces 
may discontinue their programs of old age assistance, blind persons 
allowances and disabled persons allowances (see below) and instead give 
aid under their general programs, with costs shared under the Canada 
Assistance Plan. All provinces had signed agreements under the Canada 
Assistance Plan by the end of August 1967, The arrangements for con- 
tracting out of certain shared-cost programs that were introduced in 
1965 under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act are applied 
to Quebec's agreement under the Plan. 


Effective from Apr. 1, 1966, the Canada Assistance Plan extends 
federal sharing to include the following costs, which were not shared 
under the Unemployment Assistance Act: assistance to needy mothers 
with dependent children, maintenance of children in the care of 
provincially approved child welfare agencies, health care services to 
needy persons, and the extension of welfare services to prevent or 
remove causes of dependency or to assist recipients in achieving self- 
support. The only eligibility requirement specified is that of need, 
which is to be determined through an assessment of budgetary requirements 
as weli as of income and resources. A province must not require previous 
residence as a condition of eligibility for assistance or for continued 
assistance. Rates of assistance and eligibility requirements are set by 
the province so that they may be adjusted to local conditions and the 
needs of special groups. The Plan requires that the provinces establish 
procedures for appeal from decisions that relate to the provision of 
assistance. 
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Unemployment Assistance. - The Unemployment Assistance Act of 
1956, as amended, authorized the federal government to enter into an 


agreement with any province to reimburse 50 per cent of the unemployment 
assistance expenditures made by that province and its municipalities to 
unemployed persons and their dependents who are in need. Payments to 
both employable and unemployable persons are sharable, as are the costs 
of maintaining persons in homes for special care, and the costs of 
supplementary aid to recipients of old age security pensions, old age 
assistance, blind persons allowances, disabled persons allowances and 
unemployment insurance benefits, where the amount of assistance is 
determined by the province or municipality on the basis of need. 
Federal sharing was extened to mothers' allowances from Apr. 1, 1966. 
Effective from Apr. 1, 1965, Quebec received partial payment for 
assistance costs under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) 
Act under which the province is entitled to compensation in the form 

of a tax abatement and an equalization payment. 


As noted above, all programs for which aid is based on a needs 
test are included for reimbursement under the Canada Assistance Plan, 
with regard to which all provinces had signed agreements by August 1967. 
The Unemployment Assistance Act, however, remains in effect in the Yukon 
and Northwest Territories and for a transitional period in some provinces 
to cover the costs of aid to residual groups of persons under certain 
means test programs during the process of conversion to needs test 
programs, 


Old Age Assistance, - This program was introduced to provide 
income support to persons age 65 or over who are in need and who meet 
the ten years' residence and income requirements, but who have not yet 
reached eligible age for the Old Age Security pension. The federal 
government reimburses the provinces 50 per cent of up to $75 per month 
towards assistance given each recipient. 


Since the qualifying age under the Old Age Security legislation 
is gradually being reduced, this program will be phased out by 19/0 
when the qualifying age for the Old Age Security pension reaches 65. 


The province of Quebec withdrew from this program effective 
April 1, 1965, under the terms of the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act, which entitles the province to a tax abatement and 
an equalization payment (see page 9). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy aged under its general program with 
the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of 
provinces no longer accept applications under the Old Age Assistance 
program, They may also transfer current recipients to their general 
programs provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 
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Blind Persons Allowances. - Under this program, the federal govern- 
ment reimburses the provinces 75 per cent of the allowances paid to blind 
persons who are age 18 and over and who are in need and who meet the 
10 years' residence and income requirements. The provincial payment 
sharable by the federal government is up to a maximum of $75 monthly 


per recipient. 


The province of Quebec withdrew from this program effective 
April 1, 1965, under the terms of the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act, which entitles the province to a tax abatement and 
an equalization payment (see page 9). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy blind persons under its general 
program with the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada 
Assistance Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a 
number of provinces no longer accept applications under the Blind 
Persons Allowances program. They may also transfer current recipients 
to their general programs provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Disabled Persons Allowances. - This program provides for federal 


reimbursement to the provinces for allowances paid to permanently and 
totally disabled persons age 18 and over who are in need and meet the 
10 years' residence and income requirements. The federal government 
reimburses the provinces for 50 per cent of up to $75 a month for each 
FeeLpeent . 


The province of Quebec withdrew from this program effective 


April 1, 1965, under the terms of the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act, which entitled the province to a tax abatement and 
an equalimar nar payment (see page 9). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy disabled under its general program, 
with the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of provinces 
no longer accept applications under the Disabled Persons Allowances 
program. They may also transfer current recipients to their general 
programs provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Fitness and Amateur Sport Program, - Under the Fitness and Amateur 
Sport Act of 1961 the federal government may spend up to $5,000,000 a 
year on the encouragement, promotion and development of active leisure 
pursuits for everyone in Canada. These programs are carried out mainly 
by non-governmental agencies. Also, Canadian participation in active 
recreation and amateur sport can be promoted internationally, nationally, 
provincially and locally through financial assistance, technical 
guidance, the provision of teaching materials, training assistance, 
research and the construction of facilities. The 30-member National 
Advisory Council of Fitness and Amateur Sport serves the Minister of 
National Health and Welfare in an advisory capacity. Various committees 
have been established to ensure co-operation and co-ordination between 
interested officials of the federal and provincial governments and with 
executives of the sports organizations. 
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The federal program has five elements: Grants to National 
Organizations, Grants for Athletic Events, Grants for Training and 
Research, Services of the Department of National Health and Welfare, 
and Grants to the Provinces. Applications for all grants at the 
provincial or local level are made in the first instance to the 
responsible provincial department. 


The province of Quebec did not sign an agreement with the 
federal government and hence does not take part in the program. 


National Welfare Grant Program. - Established in 1962 to help 
develop and strengthen welfare services in Canada, this program 


provides for a general welfare and professional training grant and 
a welfare research grant. 


The general welfare grant provides funds for projects to improve 
welfare administration, develop provincial consultative and co- 
ordinating services, and to strengthen and extend public and voluntary 
welfare services in child welfare, aging, general assistance and other 
welfare fields. Bursaries for full-time graduate training at Canadian 
schools of social work are provided as well as training grants for 
employees of government and voluntary welfare agencies. Staff develop- 
ment grants provide support for a wide variety of staff training 
programs for personnel employed, or to be employed, in public and non- 
governmental welfare agencies, These provisions are administered in 
co-operation and on a shared-cost basis with the provinces, whereas the 
following provisions of the program are administered by the federal 
government: welfare scholarships are awarded for graduate study in 
Canadian schools of social work and fellowships for advanced study at 
Canadian and foreign universities; teaching and field instruction 
grants assist Canadian schools of social work with the salaries of 
additional staff required to implement the program. 


A variety of research studies undertaken by public and voluntary 
welfare and correctional agencies, universities and research 
institutions are supported by welfare research grants. 


National voluntary welfare agencies may submit directly to the 
federal government projects relating to the strengthening and developing 
of welfare services not covered by other provisions of the program. 


Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services. - The federal Act 
was passed in 1957 and by 1961, all provinces and territories had 
entered this program by which the Government of Canada shares with 
the provinces the cost of providing specified hospital services to 
insured patients. The program covers 99 per cent of the population of 
Canada. Specifically excluded from the program are tuberculosis hospitals 
and sanatoria, hospitals or institutions for the mentally ill, as well 
as institutions providing custodial care, such as nursing homes and homes 
for the aged. The methods of administering and financing the program 
in each province and the provision of services above the stipulated 
minimum that is required by the Act are left to the choice of the 
province. 
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Insured in-patient services must include accommodation, meals, 
necessary nursing service, diagnostic procedures, pharmaceuticals, the 
use of operating rooms, case rooms, anaesthetic facilities, and the 
use of radiotherapy and physiotherapy if available. Similar services 
for out-patients may be included in provincial plans and authorized 
for contribution under the Act. All provinces include some out-patient 
services. The Government of Canada's contribution to each province is 
determined by multiplying the average number of insured people in that 
province by the sum of 25 per cent of the per capita cost of in-patient 
services in Canada plus 25 per cent of the per capita cost of in-patient 
services in the province. Thus, the total contribution is about 50 per 
cent of the sharable cost for all Canada, but the proportion is higher 
for provinces where the per capita cost is below average and lower for 
the other provinces. Contributions for insured out-patient services with 
respect to each province are paid in the same proportion as the contri- 
butions.to: the cost; for in-patientsa, Since:January 1,01965;.,contrebutions 
to Quebec under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act have 
been discontinued and been replaced by arrangements under the Established 
Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act. 


The tabular presentation on the operation of the Hospital 
Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act is on a calendar-year basis. 
The cost of in-patient services in total and per capita cannot, under 
the provisions of the Act, be established in final form on other than 
a calendar-year basis. The data on preliminary costs and federal 
contributions, although available on a fiscal-year basis, are presented 
on a calendar=year basis to provide an internally consistent historical 
series. 


General Health Grants. - The General Health Grants program of 
federai grants-in-aid to the provinces was started in 1948 and had the 
objective of strengthening public health services and hospital services 
in those areas where provincial authorities recognized the need. Prior 
to fiscal year 1961-62, the health grants program included Hospital 
Construction Grants, but since then it has been separated under two 
Parliamentary votes, General Health Grants and Hospital Construction 
Grants (see below). 


Since January 1, 1965, with the exception of the Public Health 
Research grant and demonstration projects, federal contributions to 
Quebec under the health grants program have been made in accordance 
with the agreements reached under the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act (see page 9). 


The grant structure has been modified several times but the basic 
objectives have remained unchanged. The individual health grants now in 
effect assist the provinces in the principal fields of public health as 
follows: 


Professional Training Grant - to train additional health 
and hospital workers; 


Mental Health Grant - to aid in prevention of mental illness 
by improving and extending facilities for treatment and 
rehabilitation, the training of mental health personnel, 

and the progressive extension of free treatment; 


Tuberculosis Control Grant - to extend programs of prevention 
and case finding, rehabilitation and free treatment, aimed 
at eradication of the disease; 


Public Health Research Grant - to encourage and assist public 
health research including the conduct of surveys and studies; 


General Public Health Grant - to develop new and extended 
public health organization facilities and services in both 
rural and urban areas; 


Cancer Control Grant - to assist programs for the detection 
and treatment of cancer and the maintenance of specialized 
treatment and research centres; 


Medical Rehabilitation and Crippled Children Grant - to assist 
in the provision of medical and ancillary rehabilitation 
facilities and services and programs for the prevention and 
correction of crippling conditions in children and adults, 
including the training of personnel; 


Child and Maternal Health Grant - to assist in reducing infant 
mortality and to improve maternal, infant and child health 
services and facilities. 


Hospital Construction Grants. - Formerly included in the general 
Health Grants program (see above), these grants have been administered 
since 1961-62 under a separate Parliamentary vote. Their purpose is to 
aid in new hospital construction and renovation for general treatment 
and allied classes of care and for mental and tuberculosis treatment 
beds. These grants may also be used for the construction of other 
health facilities, such as community health centres and residences for 
nurses and interns. 


Health Resources Fund. - This forms one of three closely-related 
parts of the Health Resources Program, the main purpose of which is to 
help meet the increasing need for trained people to provide more and 
better comprehensive health services. The other two parts of the program 
are (a) health resources studies and (b) the provision of a consultative 
service in the fields of health, manpower and education. 


The Health Resources Fund Act was enacted in July 1966 and 
supporting regulations were passed in February 1967. A sum of $500 
million has been appropriated for the Fund, the purpose of which is 
to provide assistance to the provinces of up to 50% of the capital 
costs of constructing, renovating, acquiring and equipping health 
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training and research facilities, which include schools, hospitals or 
the institutions or any portion thereof. Although planning and designing 
costs are eligible for support, the costs of land, interest charges and 
residential accommodation are excluded. The $500 million is to be 
expended over a 15-year period ending in 1980. 


The Fund is divided into three parts: $300 million to be 
distributed among the provinces in proportion to their populations, 
$25 million as a special additional allocation to the four Atlantic 
provinces for joint projects and the remaining $175 million to be 
allocated by the Governor-in-Council. 


Fiscal Arrangements between the Federal Government 


and the Government of the Province of Quebec 


As the province of Quebec does not participate directly in the 
Youth Allowances program or in programs under which the federal govern- 
ment makes contributions to the provinces on a shared-cost basis, the 
federal government compensates that province with the equivalent value 
of payments which would otherwise have been made either in or to Quebec. 
The following two paragraphs explain the agreements which have been 
reached with respect to Youth Allowances and under the Established 
Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act. 


(a) Youth Allowances - Under the Youth Allowances Act, a province 
which was at the time of passage of the Act providing schooling 
allowances to its youths might be excluded from the provisions of 

the Act on being so prescribed by the Minister of National Health 

and Welfare. On being prescribed, the federal individual income 

tax was abated by 3 per cent (sec. 33, Income Tax Act) on residents 

of that province to allow the province to impose an equivalent tax 
without an additional burden on its residents. The Federal-Provincial 
Fiscal Revision Act 1964, C-26, section 6, provides that, where the 
federal saving arising from a province providing its own schooling 
allowances exceeds or falls short of the value of the federal 
individual income tax abated in that province, the Minister of Finance 
will pay to that province the amount by which the federal saving 
exceeds the value of the federal tax abatement, or where the federal 
tax abatement exceeds the federal saving, recover the excess from 
other payments due to the province. Quebec is the only province to 
which this arrangement is applicable. 
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(b) Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act - This Act provides 
that, where a province was participating in certain federal-provincial 
shared-cost programs enumerated in Schedule I of the Act(1) and where 
the province desired that it should wholly administer and finance the 
programs, it might enter into an agreement supplementary to the agreement 
governing the joint program, to assume responsibility for the program. 
On such a supplementary agreement being entered into, the Government of 
Canada undertook to abate the federal individual income tax by specified 
amounts on residents of that province, to pay a tax equalization payment 
computed in accordance with section 8 of the Act.and, if the value of 
the tax abatement and tax equalization differed from the contribution 
the federal government would have made under the original agreement 
governing each program, the federal government would make a payment or 
recovery equivalent to the difference. The Province of Quebec was the 
only province to avail itself of the provisions of the Act. On the 
passage of the Canada Assistance Plan, the provisions of the Act were 
amended to also include that plan. 


The federal Department of Finance has the responsibility of 
administering these financial arrangements. 


As the tables in this publication exclude the contributions that 
the Province of Quebec receives under the above agreements and as it may 
be important to measure the total federal contributions made towards 
expenditures by all the provinces with respect to these programs, the 
following table provides details as to the amounts paid to the Province 
of Quebec under these financial arrangements. It is therefore possible 
to calculate totals showing the extent of federal participation as a 
result of each of these programs. 


Under the original provisions of the legislation, 2 tax abatement 
points were collectively assigned to the three categorical welfare 
programs and 2 points were assigned to unemployment assistance. 
Commencing with fiscal year 1967-68, under the amended provisions of the 
Act, 4 tax abatement points are collectively assigned to the three 
categorical welfare programs, unemployment assistance and the Canada 
Assistance Plan. The following table presents data prior to 1967-68. 
For analytical purposes, the federal contribution for all categorical 
welfare programs has been allocated to each individual program.

Sources’ of Data 


The tables were compiled from data obtained from the respective 
Divisions within the Department of National Health and Welfare. Recent 
data presented in this Bulletin are preliminary and, when final totals 
are compiled, necessary adjustments may be made which, however, may not 
be specifically allocated to any particular month or months. In some 
instances, adjustments may carry forward into the six following months 
and thus may affect the statistics relating to the next fiscal year. 


Presentation 


In most cases the data are presented in two ways: (1) a table 
giving the number of recipients under the program and federal expenditures 
either for a period of seven years or, if the program began within that 
period, since the date it commenced, and a breakdown by months for the 
latest 15 months; (2) a summary by province of the number of recipients 
and net payments made by the federal government for the latest month in 
the relevant quarter. 


For the Unemployment Assistance program, the latest monthly data 
are six months' earlier than for the other programs, these being the 
latest available because of the six months! extension allowed the provinces 
for filing their claims under the plan. Monthly data in respect of the 
Fitness and Amateur Sport program and the National Welfare Grants are not 
given as neither program is related to a monthly pattern of expenditure. 


Provincial claims on the federal government under the provisions 
of the Canada Assistance Plan Act are in many cases not received in the 
month in which the original provincial expenditure was made and, by the 
time they have been processed, settlement may be made in the month following 
that in which the claims were received. As it would be extremely difficult 
to separate the parts of the claims which are applicable to a particular 
month, especially when, in some instances, a claim may include expenditures 
which were made several months previously, the monthly data presented in 
the publication on expenditures under the Canada Assistance Plan are shown 
as for the month in which the federal government actually reimbursed the 
provinces. 


As the total and per capita cost of in-patient services under the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services program cannot be established 
in final form, under provisions of the Act, on other than a calendar-year 
basis, the tabular presentation on the operations of that program has to 
be presented on that basis. For consistency, therefore, the data on 
preliminary costs and federal contributions are also given on a calendar- 
year basis. 
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Brief Comments on The Guaranteed Income Supplement 


On comparing the total number of recipients under the Guaranteed 
Income Supplement (GIS) program (Table 3) with those under the Old Age 
Security program (fab lei 1) it willbe seen thats thereiis® a latece propor- 
tion of the latter (57.6 per cent in September 1967) who need additional 
income support over and above their old age security pension. About 60 
per cent of the GIS beneficiaries received the maximum monthly supplement 
of $30 in the period covered by this report and the overall average 
monthly supplement was $26. From an analysis of the data gathered under 
this program, in January 1967, 11.7 per cent of GIS recipients were aged 
68 or 69, 31.2 per cent were in the age group 70 to 74, inclusive, 27.5 
per cent in the 75 to 79 age group, 18.1 per cent were aged 80 to 84, 
inclusive, and 11.5 per cent were aged 85 or over. About 60 per cent of 
these recipients were females, the percentage ratio being about the same 
in each age group. It is anticipated that, although the numbers of 
beneficiaries may increase over the next few years, mainly because of the 
lowering of the eligible age which, in and after 1970, will be at 65 years, 
the total will start decreasing as more and more of the individuals who 
are at present participating in the Canada or Quebec Pension Plans or in 
private pension plans’ retire with better financial support.

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INTRODUCTION 


To supplement the program statistics presented in this publication, 
the main provisions governing each of the programs are described briefly 
below. Information in greater detail is to be found in this Department's 


publications, Social Security in Canada and Health and Welfare Services in 


Canada, as well as in the annual reports of each of the programs. 


Programs 


Old Age Security. - The Old Age Security Act of 1951, as amended, 
provides for pensions to be paid monthly to all persons who meet the age 
and residence requirements. At the end of 1965 the qualifying age was 
70 but since then, the qualifying age is being reduced one year at a time 
so that by 1967 the Old Age Security pension was payable to those age 68 
or over and, by 1970, it will be payable to all eligible individuals at age 
65 and over. The monthly pension amounted to $75 in 1967, but it becomes 
$76.50 in 1968 following an adjustment in the Pension Index developed for 
the Canada Pension Plan. 


This program is financed by the proceeds of a 3 per cent sales tax, 
a 3 per cent tax on corporation income and a 4 per cent tax on taxable 
personal income, subject to an annual limit of $240. These revenues are 
credited to the Old Age Security fund. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement. - This program became effective 


on January 1, 1967, and is designed to provide a supplementary benefit 

to elderly people with little or no income other than the Old Age Security 
pension. The maximum supplement is 40 per cent of the Old Age Security 
pension, which in 1967 provided a monthly supplement of up to $30. Thus, 
for 1967, pensioners with only the Old Age Security pension are guaranteed 
an annual income of $1,260 for single pensioners and $2, 520 for a married 
couple who are both pensioners. Pensioners with income in addition to the 
Old Age Security pension may receive a partial monthly supplement cal- 
culated by reducing the maximum monthly supplement by one dollar for 
each two full dollars of monthly income other than the pension. As the 
maximum supplement is set at 40 per cent of the Old Age Security pension, 
it will increase each time that the pension is escalated by the Pension 
Index. In consequence, the monthly supplement applicable in 1968 is 
$30.60. 


Income for purposes of the program is determined under the Income 
Tax Act but excludes the Old Age Security pension and the amount of any 
supplement. 
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Family Allowances. - The Family Allowances program provides 
for payments on behalf of all children up to age 16 who are resident in 
Canada, subject to minimal residence qualifications. Monthly payments 
are made at the rate of $6 for each child under 10 years of age and $8 
for each child age 10 or over but under 16 years. Generally, the allow- 
ance is paid to the mother. , 


Another program, called Family Assistance, is operated in con- 
junction with Family Allowances and bridges the gap until a child becomes 
eligible for Family Allowances. Under Family Assistance, payments are 
made at Family Allowances rates for each child under age 16 resident in 
Canada supported by a landed immigrant or by a Canadian returning to 
reside in Canada permanently. 


Youth Allowances. - Under this program, monthly allowances of 
$10 are paid in respect of all dependent youths age 16 and 17 who are 
receiving full-time educational training or who are precluded from doing 
so by reason of physical or mental infirmity. 


The province of Quebec operates a comparable program called 
Schooling Allowances which covers eligible youths in Quebec and for 
which that province receives financial compensation from the federal 
government (see page 8). The Youth Allowances program and the Quebec 
Schooling Allowances cover all eligible youths in Canada. 


Canada Assistance Plan. - This Plan was enacted in 1966 asa 
comprehensive public assistance measure to complement other income 
security measures. It provides, under agreements with the provinces, 
federal contributions of 50 p.c. of the costs of assistance to persons 
in need and of certain costs of improving or extending welfare services. 
The Plan is designed to replace the Unemployment Assistance Act, 1956, 
(see below) although the latter will continue in effect in some provinces 
for an interim period with respect to certain programs that utilize a 
means test and are not covered under the Canada Assistance Plan. 


The Canada Assistance Plan legislation provides that the provinces 
may discontinue their programs of old age assistance, blind persons 
allowances and disabled persons allowances (see below) and instead give 
aid under their general programs, with costs shared under the Canada 
Assistance Plan. All provinces had signed agreements under the Canada 
Assistance Plan by the end of August 1967. The arrangements for con- 
tracting out of certain shared-cost programs that were introduced in 
1965 under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act are 
applied to Quebec's agreement under the Plan. 
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Effective from April 1, 1966, the Canada Assistance Plan extends 
federal sharing to include the following costs, which were not shared 
under the Unemployment Assistance Act: assistance to needy mothers 
with dependent children, maintenance of children in the care of provin- 
cially approved child welfare agencies, health care services to needy 
persons, and the extension of welfare services to prevent or remove 
causes of dependency or to assist recipients in achieving self- support. 
The only eligibility requirement specified is that of need, which is to 
be determined through an assessment of budgetary requirements as well 
as of income and resources. A province must not require previous 
residence as a condition of eligibility for assistance or for continued 
assistance. Rates of assistance and eligibility requirements are set by 
the province so that they may be adjusted to local conditions and the needs 
of special groups. The Plan requires that the provinces establish proce- 
dures for appeal from decisions that relate to the provision of assistance. 


Unemployment Assistance. - The Unemployment Assistance Act 
of 1956, as amended, authorized the federal government to enter into an 
agreement with any province to reimburse 50 per cent of the unemployment 
assistance expenditures made by that province and its municipalities to 
unemployed persons and their dependents who are in need. Payments to 
both employable and unemployable persons are sharable, as are the costs 
of maintaining persons in homes for special care, and the costs of supple- 
mentary aid to recipients of old age security pensions, old age assistance, 
blind persons allowances, disabled persons allowances and unemployment 
insurance benefits, where the amount of assistance is determined by the 
province or municipality on the basis of need. Federal sharing was extended 
to mothers! allowances from April 1, 1966. Effective from April 1, 1965, 
Quebec received partial payment for assistance costs under the Established 
Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act under which the province is entitled 
to compensation in the form of a tax abatement and an equalization payment. 


As noted above, all programs for which aid is based on a needs test 
are included for reimbursement under the Canada Assistance Plan, with 
regard to which all provinces had signed agreements by August 1967. The 
Unemployment Assistance Act, however, remains in effect in the Yukon 
and Northwest Territories and for a transitional period in some provinces 
to cover the costs of aid to residual groups of persons under certain means 
test programs during the process of conversion to needs test programs. 


Old Age Assistance. - This program was introduced to provide 
income support to persons age 65 or over who are in need and who meet 
the ten years' residence and income requirements, but who have not yet 
reached eligible age for the Old Age Security pension. The federal 
government reimburses the provinces 50 per cent of up to $75 per month 
towards assistance given each recipient, 
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Since the qualifying age under the Old Age Security legislation is 
gradually being reduced, this program will be phased out by 1970 when 
the qualifying age for the Old Age Security pension reaches 65. 


The province of Quebec withdrew from this program effective 
April 1, 1965, under the terms of the Established Programs (Inte rim 
Arrangements) Act, which entitles the province to a tax abatement and 


an equalization payment (see page 9). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this program 
and give aid to its needy aged under its general program with the federal 
government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance Plan (see 
above). In accordance with this provision a number of provinces no 
longer accept applications under the Old Age Assistance program. They 
may also transfer current recipients to their general programs provided 
that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Blind Persons Allowances. - Under this program, the federal 
government reimburses the provinces 75 per cent of the allowances paid 
to blind persons who are age 18 and over and who are in need and who meet 
the 10 years' residence and income requirements. The provincial payment 
sharable by the federal government is up to a maximum of $75 monthly per 
recipient. 


The province of Quebec withdrew from this program effective 
April 1, 1965, under the terms of the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act, which entitles the province to a tax abatement and 
an equalization payment (see page 9). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this program 
and give aid to its needy blind persons under its general program with 
the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of provinces 
no longer accept applications under the Blind Persons Allowances program. 
They may also transfer current recipients to their general programs 
provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Disabled Persons Allowances. - This program provides for federal 
reimbursement to the provinces for allowances paid to permanently and 
totally disabled persons age 18 and over who are in need and meet the 
10 years' residence and income requirements. The federal government 
reimburses the provinces for 50 per cent of up to $75 a month for each 
recipient. 
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The province of Quebec withdrew from this program effective 
April 1, 1965, under the terms of the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act, which entitled the province to a tax abatement and 
an equalization payment (see page 9). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this program 
and give aid to its needy disabled under its general program, with the 
federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance Plan 
(see above). In accordance with this provision a number of provinces 
no longer accept applications under the Disabled Persons Allowances 
program. They may also transfer current recipients to their general 
programs provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Fitness and Amateur Sport Program. - Under the Fitness and 
Amateur Sport Act of 1961 the federal government may spend up to 


$5, 000, 000 a year on the encouragement, promotion and development 

of active leisure pursuits for everyone in Canada. These programs are 
carried out mainly by non-governmental agencies. Also, Canadian 
participation in active recreation and amateur sport can be promoted 
internationally, nationally, provincially and locally through financial 
assistance, technical guidance, the provision of teaching materials. 
training assistance, research and the construction of facilities. The 30- 
member National Advisory Council of Fitness and Amateur Sport serves 
the Minister of National Health and Welfare in an advisory capacity. 
Various committees have been established to ensure co-operation and co- 
ordination between interested officials of the federal and provincial 
governments and with executives of the sports organizations. 


The federal program has five elements: Grants to National Organ- 
izations, Grants for Athletic Events, Grants for Training and Research, 
Services of the Department of National Health and Welfare, and Grants to 
the Provinces. Applications for all grants at the provincial or local level 
are made in the first instance to the responsible provincial department. 


The province of Quebec did not sign an agreement with the federal 
government and hence does not take part in the program. 


National Welfare Grant Program. - Established in 1962 to help 


develop and strengthen welfare services in Canada, this program provides 
for a general welfare and professional training grant and a welfare research 
grant. 


The general welfare grant provides funds for projects to improve 
welfare administration, develop provincial consultative and co-ordinating 
services, and to strengthen and extend public and voluntary welfare 
services in child welfare, aging, general assistance and other welfare 
fields. Bursaries for full-time graduate training at Canadian schools of 
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social work are provided as well as training grants for employees of 
government and voluntary welfare agencies. Staff development grants 
provide support for a wide variety of staff training programs for personnel 
employed, or to be employed, in public and non- governmental welfare 
agencies. These provisions are administered in co-operation and on a 
shared-cost basis with the provinces, whereas the following provisions 

of the program are administered by the federal government: welfare 
scholarships are awarded for graduate study in Canadian schools of social 
work and fellowships for advanced study at Canadian and foreign universities; 
teaching and field instruction grants as sist Canadian schools of social work 
with the salaries of additional staff required to implement the program. 


A variety of research studies undertaken by public and voluntary 
welfare and correctional agencies, universities and re search institutions 
are supported by welfare research grants. 


National voluntary welfare agencies may submit directly to the 
federal government projects relating to the strengthening and developing 
of welfare services not covered by other provisions of the program. 


Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services. - The federal Act was 
passed in 1957 and by 1961, all provinces and territories had entered this 


program by which the Government of Canada shares with the provinces 

the cost of providing specified hospital services to insured patients. The 
program covers 99 per cent of the population of Canada. Specifically 
excluded from the program are tuberculosis hospitals and sanatoria, 
hospitals or institutions for the mentally ill, as well as institutions providing 
custodial care, such as nursing homes and homes for the aged. The 
methods of administering and financing the program in each province and 

the provision of services above the stipulated minimum that is required 

by the Act are left to the choice of the province. 


Insured in-patient services must include accommodation, meals, 
necessary nursing service, diagnostic procedures, pharmaceuticals, the 
use of operating rooms, case rooms, anaesthetic facilities, and the use 
of radiotherapy and physiotherapy if available. Similar services for out- 
patients may be included in provincial plans and authorized for contribution 
under the Act. All provinces include some out-patient services. The 
Government of Canada's contribution to each province is determined by 
multiplying the average number of insured people in that province by the 
sum of 25 per cent of the per capita cost of in-patient services in Canada 
plus 25 per cent of the per capita cost of in-patient services in the province. 
Thus, the total contribution is about 50 per cent of the sharable cost for all 
Canada, but the proportion is higher for provinces where the per capita cost 
is below average and lower for the other provinces. Contributions for 
insured out-patient services with respect to each province are paid in the 
Same proportion as the contributions to the cost for in-patients. Since 
January 1, 1965, contributions to Quebec under the Hospital Insurance and 
Diagnostic Services Act have been discontinued and been replaced by arrange- 
ments under the Established Proorams (Interim Arrangements) Act. 
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The tabular presentation on the operation of the Hospital Insurance and 
Diagnostic Services Act is ona calendar-year basis. The cost of in-patient 
services in total and per capita cannot, under the provisions of the Act, be 
established in final form on other than a calendar-year basis. The data on 
preliminary costs and federal contributions, although available on a fiscal- 
year basis, are presented on a calendar-year basis to provide an internally 
consistent historical series. 


General Health Grants. - The General Health Grants program of 
federal grants-in-aid to the provinces was started in 1948 and had the 
objective of strengthening public health services and hospital services in 
those areas where provincial authorities recognized the need. Prior to fiscal 
year 1961-62, the health grants program included Hospital Construction 
Grants, but since then it has been separated under two Parliamentary votes, 
General Health Grants and Hospital Construction Grants (see below). 


Since January 1, 1965, with the exception of the Public Health 
Research grant and demonstration projects, federal contributions to 
Quebec under the health grants program have been made in accordance 
with the agreements reached under the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act (see page 9). 


The grant structure has been modified several times but the basic 
objectives have remained unchanged. The individual health grants now in 
effect assist the provinces in the principal fields of public health as 
follows: 


Professional Training Grant - to train additional health and 


hospital workers; 


Mental Health Grant - to aid in prevention of mental illness by 
improving and extending facilities for treatment and rehabilitation, 
the training of mental health personnel, and the progressive 
extension of free treatment; 


Tuberculosis Control Grant - to extend programs of prevention 
and case finding, rehabilitation and free treatment, aimed at 
eradication of the disease; 


Public Health Research Grant - to encourage and assist public 
health research including the conduct of surveys and studies; 


General Public Health Grant - to develop new and extended public 
health organization facilities and services in both rural and urban 
areas; 


Cancer Control Grant - to assist programs for the detection and 
treatment of cancer and the maintenance of specialized treatment 
and research centres; 
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Medical Rehabilitation and Crippled Children Grant - to assist 
in the provision of medical and ancillary rehabilitation facilities 
and services and programs for the prevention and correction of 
crippling conditions in children and adults, including the training 


of personnel; 


Child and Maternal Health Grant - to assist in reducing infant 
mortality and to improve mate rnal, infant and child health 


services and facilities. 


Hospital Construction Grants. - Forme rly included in the general 
Health Grants program (see above), these grants have been administered 
since 1961-62 under a separate Parliamentary vote. Their purpose is to 
aid in new hospital construction and renovation for general treatment and 
allied classes of care and for mental and tuberculosis treatment beds. 

These grants may also be used for the construction of other health facilities, 
such as community health centres and residences for nurses and interns. 


Health Resources Fund. - This forms one of three closely- related 
parts of the Health Resources Program, the main purpose of which is to 
help meet the increasing need for trained people to provide more and 
better comprehensive health services. The other two parts of the program 
are (a) health resources studies and (b) the provision of a consultative 
service in the fields of health, manpower and education. 


The Health Resources Fund Act was enacted in July 1966 and 
supporting regulations were passed in February 1967. A sum of $500 
million has been appropriated for the Fund, the purpose of which is to 
provide assistance to the provinces of up to 50% of the capital costs of 
constructing, renovating, acquiring and equipping health training and 
research facilities, which include schools, hospitals or the institutions 
or any portion thereof. Although planning and designing costs are eligible 
for support, the costs of land, interest charges and residential accom- 
modation are excluded. The $500 million is to be expended over a 15-year 
period ending in 1980. 


The Fund is divided into three parts: $300 million to be distributed 
among the provinces in proportion to their populations, $25 million as a 
special additional allocation to the four Atlantic provinces for joint projects 
and the remaining $175 million to be allocated by the Governor-in- Council. 


Fiscal Arrangements between the Federal Government 
and the Government of the Province of Quebec 


As the province of Quebec does not participate directly in the Youth 
Allowances program or in programs under which the federal government 
makes contributions to the provinces on a shared-cost basis, the federal 
government compensates that province with the equivalent value of payments 
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which would otherwise have been made either in or to Quebec. The fol- 
lowing two paragraphs explain the agreements which have been reached with 
respect to Youth Allowances and under the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act. 


(a) Youth Allowances - Under the Youth Allowances Act, a province 
which was at the time of passage of the Act providing schooling allowances 
to its youths might be excluded from the provisions of the Act on being so 
prescribed by the Minister of National Health and Welfare. On being 
prescribed, the federal individual income tax was abated by 3 per cent 
(sec. 33, Income Tax Act) on residents of that province to allow the 
province to impose an equivalent tax without an additional burden on its 
residents. The Federal- Provincial Fiscal Revision Act 1964, C-26, 
section 6, provides that, where the federal saving arising from a province 
providing its own schooling allowances exceeds or falls short of the value 
of the federal individual income tax abated in that province, the Minister 
of Finance will pay to that province the amount by which the federal saving 
exceeds the value of the federal tax abatement, or where the federal tax 
abatement exceeds the federal saving, recover the excess from other 
payments due to the province. Quebec is the only province to which this 
arrangement is applicable. 


(b) Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act - This Act 


provides that, where a province was participating in certain federal- 
provincial shared-cost programs enumerated in Schedule I of the Act()) 

and where the province desired that it should wholly administer and finance 
the programs, it might enter into an agreement supplementary to the 
agreement governing the joint program, to assume responsibility for the . 
program. On such a supplementary agreement being entered into, the 
Government of Canada undertook to abate the federal individual income tax 
by specified amounts on residents of that province, to pay a tax equalization 
payment computed in accordance with section 8 of the Act and, if the value 
of the tax abatement and tax equalization differed from the contribution the 
federal government would have made under the original agreement governing 
each program, the federal government would make a payment or recovery 
equivalent to the difference. The Province of Quebec was the only province 
to avail itself of the provisions of the Act. On the passage of the Canada 
Assistance Plan, the provisions of the Act were amended to also include 
that plan. 


‘The federal Department of Finance has the responsibility of 
administering these financial arrangements. 


(1) Schedule I of the Act enumerates the hospital insurance program under 
the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, Old Age Assistance, 
Blind Persons Allowances, Disabled Persons Allowances, Unemployment 
Assistance, the various projects under the Technical and Vocational 
Training Assistance Act, and the Health Grants Program. 
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As the tables in this publication exclude the contributions that the 
Province of Quebec receives under the above agreements and as it may be 
important to measure the total federal contributions made towards expend- 
itures by all the provinces with respect to these programs, the following 
table provides details as to the amounts paid to the Province of Quebec 
under these financial arrangements. It is therefore possible to calculate 
totals showing the extent of federal participation as a result of each of 
these programs. 


Under the original provisions of the legislation, two tax abatement 
points were collectively assigned to the three catego rical welfare programs 
and 2 points were assigned to unemployment assistance. Commencing with fis- 
cal year 1967-68, under the amended provisions of the Act, four tax abatement 
points are collectively assigned to the three categorical welfare programs, 
unemployment assistance and the Canada Assistance Plan. The following 
table presents data prior to 1967-68. For analytical purposes, the federal 
contribution for all categorical welfare programs has been allocated to 
each individual program. 


Sources of Data 


The tables were compiled from data obtained from the respective 
Divisions within the Department of National Health and Welfare. Recent 
data presented in this Bulletin are preliminary and, when final totals are 
compiled, necessary adjustments may be made which, however, may not be 
specifically allocated to any particular month or months. In some instances, 
adjustments may carry forward into the six following months and thus may 
affect the statistics relating to the next fiscal year. 


Presentation 


In most cases the data are presented in two ways: (1) a table giving 
the number of recipients under the program and federal expenditures either 
for a period of seven years or, if the program began within that period, 
since the date it commenced, and a breakdown by months for the latest 15 
months; (2) a summary by province of the number of recipients and net 
payments made by the federal government for the latest month in the relevant 
quarter. 


For the Unemployment Assistance program, the latest monthly data 
are six months earlier than for the other programs, these being the latest 
available because of the six months' extension allowed the provinces for 
filing their claims under the plan. Monthly data in respect of the Fitness 
and Amateur Sport program and the National Welfare Grants are not given 
as neither program is related to a monthly pattern of expenditure.

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FOREWORD 


The Quarterly Statistical Bulletin contains selected 
statistics on income maintenance, shared cost and grants- 
in-aid programs operated by the Department of National 
Health and Welfare, The Bulletin has been developed to 
meet the needs of federal, provincial and municipal 
government officials, voluntary agencies, educational 
institutions, news media and all others who have shown an 
interest in obtaining such data. 


A new feature of this issue is the inclusion of 
information on the Canada Pension Plan. A description 
of this program is contained in the Introductory Chapter 
and’ relevant statistical data are presented in the tabular 
section of the Bulletin. 


As a further aid to research two new appendices 
have been added. The first one relates total expenditures 
by the three levels of government on health and social 
welfare as a per cent of Gross National Product and Net 
National Income, while the second gives a breakdown of 
expenditures on health and social welfare by the federal, 
provincial and municipal governments on a total and per 
capita basis.

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INTRODUCTION 


To supplement the program statistics presented in this publication, 
the main provisions governing each of the programs are described briefly 
below. Information in greater detail is to be found in this Department's 
publications, Social Security in Canada and Health and Welfare Services 
in Canada, as well as in the annual reports of each of the programs. 


Progr ams 


Old Age Security, - The Old Age Security Act of 1951, as amended, 
provides for pensions to be paid monthly to all persons who meet the age 
and residence requirements, At the end of 1965 the qualifying age was 
70 but since then, the qualifying age is being reduced one year at a time 
so that by 1968 the Old Age Security pension was payable to those age 67 
or over and, by 1970, it will be payable to all eligible individuals at age 
65 and over. The monthly pension amounted to $75 in 1967, became 
$76.50 in 1968, and $78.00 in 1969, following adjustments in the Pension 
index developed for the Canada Pension Plan. 


This program is financed by the proceeds of a 3 per cent sales tax, 
a. 3 per cent tax on corporation income and a 4 per cent tax on taxable 
personal income, subject to an annual limit of $240. These revenues are 
credited to the Old Age Security fund. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement. - This program became effective 


on January 1, 1967, and is designed to provide a supplementary benefit 

to elderly people with little or no income other than the Old Age Security 
pension. The maximum supplement is 40 per cent of the Old Age Security 
pension, which in 1967 provided a monthly supplement of up to $30. Thus, 
for 1967, pensioners with only the Old Age Security pension are guaranteed 
an annual income of $1, 260 for single pensioners and $2,520 for a married 
ccuple who are both pensioners, Pensioners with income in addition to the 
Old Age Security pension may receive a partial monthly supplement 
calculated by reducing the maximum monthly supplement by one dollar 

for each two full dollars of monthly income other than the pension. As 

the maximum supplement is set at 40 per cent of the Old Age Security 
pension, it will increase each time that the pension is escalated by the 
Pension Index. In consequence, the monthly supplement applicable in 

1968 was $30.60, and for 1969 is $31.20. 


Income for purposes of the program is determined under the Income 
Tax Act but excludes the Old Age Security pension and the amount of any 
supplement, 


The Canada Pension Plan 


The Act establishing the Canada Pension Plan received Royal 
Assent on April 3, 1965 and was proclaimed in force on May 5th of 
the same year. The collection of contributions commenced in January, 
1966. In January 1967, the first benefits were paid in the form of 
Retirement Pensions. In February 1968, the first survivors' benefits 


were paid. 


The Plan represents an important milestone in Canadian social 
development. It will enable millions of people to make financial provision 
for their retirement and to protect themselves and their dependants or 
survivors against loss of income in the event of the disability or death 
of the head of the family. 


The Plan is universally applicable throughout Canada, except in 
the Province of Quebec where a comparable pension plan has been 
established. The Canada and Quebec Pension Plans are closely co- 
ordinated and operate virtually as a.single program. Together, they 
cover almost all members of the labour force in Canada including the 
armed forces. Benefit credits accrued under the Canada or Quebec 
Pension Plans are transferrable from one Plan to the other, and will 
be paid wherever the recipient may be living, whether in Canada or 
outside the country. 


The Plan provides for the automatic adjustment of maximum 
pensionable earnings. Until 1975 the adjustments will be made in 
accordance with changes in the Pension Index which, in turn, is based 
on the Consumer Price Index. Beginning in 1976, the maximum 
pensionable earnings will be adjusted in relation to changes in the 
Earnings Index which will reflect changes in average wage and salary 
levels in Canada. The maximum pensionable earnings were $5,000 
in 1966 and 1967, $5,100 in 1968 and in 1969 are $5, 200. 


To participate in the Plan, a person must be between the ages of 
18 and 70 and earn more than $600 yearly as an employee, or at least 
$800 if he is self-employed. As of 1969, contributions are made on 
earnings between $600 and $5, 200 a year in the case of both employees 
and self-employed persons. Employees contribute at the rate of 1.8 
per cent, with a matching contribution being made by their employers, 
while self-employed persons contribute at the rate of 3.6 per cent. 
No contributions are to be made by persons while they are receiving 
disability pensions. 


Benefits are classified under three main headings: Retirement 
Pensions; Survivors' Benefits, consisting of a widow's pension, a 
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disabled widower's pension, orphan's benefits, and a lump sum death 
benefit; and Disability Pensions, with additional benefits for their 
dependent children. 


Survivors' Benefits became payable in February 1968. They are 
paid to or on behalf of the survivors of a deceased contributor who has 
made contributions for the minimum qualifying period, which is for 
three years for those whose benefits commence before 1975. 


A woman who is widowed between the ages of 45 and 65 years is 
entitled to a Widow's Pension consisting of a flat-rate component, plus 
373 per cent of her husband's Retirement Pension. The flat-rate 
component is equal to $25 multiplied by the ratio of the Pension Index 
‘for the year in which the contributor dies to the Pension Index for 1967. 
Thus, for 1968, the flat-rate component was $25.50 and for 1969 it is 
$26,01. Should her husband not be in receipt of a Retirement Pension 
at the time of his death, such a pension is calculated in prescribed 
manner for the purposes of computing the amount of the Widow's Pension, 


If a woman is widowed under age 45, the same widow's pension is 
paid provided she has dependent or disabled children or is herself 
disabled. If she does not meet any of these requirements, her pension 
is reduced by 10% for each year she is under 45 years of age at the time 
of her husband's death. Accordingly, if a woman is widowed at age 35 
or less, and has no dependent or disabled children and is not herself 
disabled, she will not receive a Widow's Pension until she reaches 65 
years of age, unless she becomes disabled in the meantime. 


A widow age 65 or over receives a Widow's Pension equal to 60 
per cent of her husband's Retirement Pension. This pension is paid 
whether or not she was receiving a Widow's Pension before she became 
65. Again, if her husband was not in receipt of a Retirement Pension 
at the time of death, it is calculated in prescribed manner in order to 
compute the amount of the Widow's Pension. 


A woman who receives a Widow's Pension may also have contributed 
to the Canada Pension Plan and consequently may be entitled to a Retire- 
ment or Disability Pension in her own right. In such cases, the Widow's 
Pension is combined with the other pension, in accordance with a prescribed 
formula, but the combined total cannot exceed the maximum Retirement 
Pension payable under the Act. 


Orphan's Benefits are payable on behalf of a deceased contributor 's 
unmarried dependent children. The rate for each of the first four 
children is equal to the flat-rate component of the widow's pension 
described above viz. $26.01 for 1969. When there are more than four 
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children, the total of their benefits, which is divided equally among 
the children, equals $26.01 for each of four children and half of that 
amount for each child in excess of four. Benefits are payable until the 
child reaches age 18, or up to the age of 25 if he is attending school 


or university full time. 


A Disabled Widower's Pension is payable where a widower is 
disabled and has been wholly or substantially dependent on his wife for 
financial support at the time of her death. The test of disability is the 
same as that described below for a person who claims a Disability 
Pension and the pension formula is the same as that for a disabled 
widow. 


When a contributor dies, a lump sum Death Benefit equal to six 
times his monthly Retirement Pension is paid to his estate. This benefit 
is subject to a maximum of 10 per cent of the maximum pensionable 
earnings for the year of death which, for 1969, would mean a death 
benefit not exceeding $520. Should a contributor not be in receipt of a 
Retirement Pension at the time of his death, a calculation is made in 
prescribed manner for purposes of establishing the amount of his Death 
Benefit. 


Disability Pensions become payable in 1970. 


All monthly benefits being paid are adjusted upwards annually if 
the changes in the Pension Index warrant it. Benefits in pay in 1967 
were increased by two per cent effective January 1968 and those in pay 
in 1968 were increased by two per cent effective January 1969. 


The legislation provides for the investment of funds that accrue 
from monthly contributions, less the estimated amounts required to 
pay benefits and administrative costs over a three-month period. These 
funds are made available to each province on the basis of the relationship 
between the contributions made to the Plan by and on behalf of residents 
of that province and the total contributions made to the Plan. Funds not 
borrowed by the provinces are invested in federal securities. 


The Canada Pension Plan is entirely self-supporting in that all 
benefits and all costs incurred in the administration of the program are 
financed solely from the contributions made by employees, employers 
and self-employed persons and the interest earned from the investment 
of funds. 


The Minister of National Health and Welfare is responsible for 
the administration of all parts of the program except coverage and the 
collection of contributions which come under the jurisdiction of the 
Minister of National Revenue. 
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Family Allowances. - The Family Allowances program provides 
for payments on behalf of all children up to age 16 who are resident in 
Canada, subject to minimal residence qualifications. Monthly payments 
are made at the rate of $6 for each child under 10 years of age and $8 
for each child age 10 or over but under 16 years. Generally, the 
allowance is paid to the mother. 


Another program, called Family Assistance, is operated in 
conjunction with Family Allowances and bridges the gap until a child 
becomes eligible for Family Allowances. Under Family Assistance, 
payments are made at Family Allowances rates for each child under 
age 16 resident in Canada supported by a landed immigrant or by a 
Canadian returning to reside in Canada permanently. 


Youth Allowances. - Under this program, monthly allowances of 
$10 are paid in respect of all dependent youths age 16 and 17 who are 
receiving full-time educational training or who are precluded from doing 
sc by reason of physical or mental infirmity. 


The province of Quebec operates a comparable program called 
Schooling Allowances which covers eligible youths in Quebec and for 
which that province receives financial compensation from the federal 
government (see page 12). The Youth Allowances program and the 
Quebec Schooling Allowances cover all eligible youths in Canada. 


Ganada Assistance Plan. - This Plan was enacted in 1966 asa 
comprehensive public assistance measure to complement other income 
security measures. It provides, under agreements with the provinces, 
federal contributions of 50 p.c. of the costs of assistance to persons 
in need and of certain costs of improving or extending welfare services, 
The Plan is designed to replace the Unemployment Assistance Act, 1956, 
(see below) although the latter will continue in effect in some provinces 
for an interim period with respect to certain programs that utilize a 
means test and are not covered under the Canada Assistance Plan. 


The Canada Assistance Plan legislation provides that the provinces 
may discontinue their programs of old age assistance, blind persons 
allowances and disabled persons allowances (see below) and instead give 
aid under their general programs, with costs shared under the Canada 
Assistance Plan. All provinces had signed agreements under the Canada 
Assistance Plan by the end of August 1967. The arrangements for con- 
tracting out of certain shared-cost programs that were introduced in 
1965 under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act are 
applied to Quebec's agreement under the Plan. 
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Effective from April 1, 1966, the Canada Assistance Plan extends 
federal sharing to include the following costs, which were not shared 
under the Unemployment Assistance Act: assistance to needy mothers 
with dependent children, maintenance of children in the care of provin- 
cially approved child welfare agencies, health care services to needy 
persons, and the extension of welfare services to prevent or remove 
causes of dependency or to assist recipients in achieving self-support. 
The only eligibility requirement specified is that of need, which is to 
be determined through an assessment of budgetary requirements as well 
as of income and resources. A province must not require previous 
residence as a condition of eligibility for assistance or for continued 
assistance. Rates of assistance and eligibility requirements are set by 
the province so that they may be adjusted to local conditions and the 
needs of special groups. The Plan requires that the provinces establish 
procedures for appeal from decisions that relate to the provision of 
assistance. j 


Unemployment Assistance . - The Unemployment Assistance Act 
of 1956, as amended, authorized the federal government to enter into 
an agreement with any province to reimburse 50 per cent of the unemploy- 
ment assistance expenditures made by that province and its municipalities 
to unemployed persons and their dependents who are in need. Payments 
to both employable and unemployable persons are sharable, as are the 
costs of maintaining persons in homes for special care, and the costs 
of supplementary aid to recipients of old age security pensions, old age 
assistance, blind persons allowances, disabled persons allowances and 
unemployment insurance benefits, where the amount of assistance is 
determined by the province or municipality on the basis of need. Federal 
sharing was extended to mothers! allowances from April l, 1966. 
Effective from April 1, 1965, Quebec received partial payment for 
assistance costs under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) 
Act under which the province is entitled to compensation in the form of 
a tax abatement and an equalization payment. 


As noted above, all programs for which aid is based on a needs 
test are included for reimbursement under the Canada Assistance Plan, 
with regard to which all provinces had signed agreements by August 
1967. The Unemployment Assistance Act, however, remains in effect 
in the Yukon and Northwest Territories and for a transitional period in 
some provinces to cover the costs of aid to residual groups of persons 
under certain means test programs during the process of conversion 
to needs test programs. 


Old Age Assistance, - This program was introduced to provide 
income support to persons age 65 or over who are in need and who meet 
the ten years' residence and income requirements, but who have not yet 
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reached eligible age for the Old Age Security pension. The federal 
government reimburses the provinces 50 per cent of up to $75 per month 
towards assistance given each recipient. 


Since the qualifying age under the Old Age Security legislation is 
gradually being reduced, this program will be phased out by 1970 when 
the qualifying age for the Old Age Security pension reaches 65. 


The province of Quebec withdrew from this program effective 
April 1, 1965, under the terms of the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act, which entitles the province to a tax abatement and 
an equalization payment (see page 12). 


A. province may elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy aged under its general program with 
the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of 
provinces no longer accept applications under the Old Age Assistance 
program. They may also transfer current recipients to their general 
programs provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Blind Persons Allowances. - Under this program, the federal 
government reimburses the provinces 75 per cent of the allowances 
paid to blind persons who are age 18 and over and who are in need and 
who meet the 10 years’ residence and income requirements. The 
provincial payment sharable by the federal government is up to a 
maximum of $75 monthly per recipient. 


The province of Quebec withdrew from this program effective 
April 1, 1965, under the terms of the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act, which entitles the province to a tax abatement and 
an equalization payment (see page 12). 


A. province may elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy blind persons under its general program 
with the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of provinces 
no longer accept applications under the Blind Persons Allowances program. 
They may also transfer current recipients to their general programs 
provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Disabled Persons Allowances. - This program provides for federal 
reimbursement to the provinces for allowances paid to permanently and 
totally disabled persons age 18 and over who are in need and meet the 
10 years' residence and income requirements. The federal government 
reimburses the provinces for 50 per cent of up to $75 a month for each 
recipient. 
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The province of Quebec withdrew from this program effective 
April 1, 1965, under the terms of the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act, which entitled the province to a tax abatement 
and an equalization payment (see page 12). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy disabled under its general program, 
with the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of pro- 
vinces no longer accept applications under the Disabled Persons Allowances 
program. They may also transfer current recipients to their general 
programs provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Fitness and Amateur Sport Program. - Under the Fitness and 
Amateur Sport Act of 1961 the federal government may spend up to 
$5,000,000 a year on the encouragement, promotion and development 
of active leisure pursuits for everyone in Canada. These programs 
are carried out mainly by non-governmental agencies. Also, Canadian 
participation in active recreation and amateur sport can be promoted 
internationally, nationally, provincially and locally through financial 
assistance, technical guidance, the provision of teaching materials, 
training assistance, research and the construction of facilities.rhe 
30-member National Advisory Council of Fitness and Amateur Sport 
serves the Minister of National Health and Welfare in an advisory capacity. 
Various committees have been established to ensure co-operation and 
co-ordination between interested officials of the federal and provincial 
governments and with executives of the sports organizations. 


The federal program has five elements: Grants to National 
Organizations, Grants for Athletic Events, Grants for Training and 
Research, Services of the Department of National Health and Welfare, 
and Grants to the Provinces. Applications for all grants at the provincial 
or local level are made in the first instance to the responsible provincial 
department. 


The province of Quebec did not sign an agreement with the federal 
government and hence does not take part in the program. 


National Welfare Grant Program. - Established in 1962 to help © 


develop and strengthen welfare services in Canada, this program provides 
for a general welfare and professional training grant and a welfare 
research grant. 


The general welfare grant provides funds for projects to improve 
welfare administration, develop provincial consultative and co-ordinating 
services, and to strengthen and extend public and voluntary welfare 
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services in child welfare, aging, general assistance and other welfare 
fields. Bursaries for full-time graduate training at Canadian schools of 
social work are provided as well as training grants for employees of 
government and voluntary welfare agencies. Staff development grants 
provide support for a wide variety of staff training programs for 
personnel employed, or to be employed, in public and non-governmental 
welfare agencies. These provisions are administered in co-operation 
and on a shared-cost basis with the provinces, whereas the following 
provisions of the program are administered by the federal government: 
welfare scholarships are awarded for graduate study in Canadian schools . 
of social work and fellowships for advanced study at Canadian and foreign 
universities; teaching and field instruction grants assist Canadian schools 
of social work with the salaries of additional staff required to implement 
-the program. 


A variety of research studies undertaken by public and voluntary 
welfare and correctional agencies, universities and research institutions 
are supported by welfare research grants. 


National voluntary welfare agencies may submit directly to the 
federal government projects relating to the strengthening and developing 
of welfare services not covered by other provisions of the program. 


Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services. - The federal Act was 


passed in 1957 and by 1961, all provinces and territories had entered this 
program by which the Government of Canada shares with the provinces © 
the cost of providing specified hospital services to insured patients. The 
program covers 99 per cent of the population of Canada. Specifically 
excluded from the program are tuberculosis hospitals and sanatoria, 
hospitals or institutions for the mentally ill, as well as institutions 
providing custodial care, such as nursing homes and homes for the aged. 
The methods of administering and financing the program in each province 
and the provision of services above the stipulated minimum that is 
required by the Act are left to the choice of the province. 


Insured in-patient services must include accommodation, meals, 
necessary nursing service, diagnostic procedures, pharmaceuticals, 
the use of operating rooms, case rooms, anaesthetic facilities, and the 
use of radiotherapy and physiotherapy if available. Similar services 
for out-patients may be included in provincial plans and authorized for 
contribution under the Act. All provinces include some out-patient 
services. The Government of Canada's contribution to each province 
is determined by multiplying the average number of insured people in 
that province by the sum of 25 per cent of the per capita cost of in- 
patient services in Canada plus 25 per cent of the per capita cost of 
in-patient services in the province. Thus, the total contribution is about 
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50 per cent of the sharable cost for all Canada, but the proportion is 
higher for provinces where the per capita cost is below average and 
lower for the other provinces. Contributions for insured out-patient 
services with respect to each province are paid in the same proportion 
as the contributions to the cost for in-patients. Since January re 196s, 
contributions to Quebec under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic 
Services Act have been discontinued and been replaced by arrangements 
under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act. 


The tabular presentation on the operation of the Hospital Insurance 
and Diagnostic Services Act is on a calendar -year basis. The cost of 
in-patient services in total and per capita cannot, under the provisions 
of the Act, be established in final form on other than a calendar -year 
basis. The data on preliminary costs and federal contributions, although 
available on a fiscal-year basis, are presented on a calendar-year basis 
to provide an internally consistent historical series. 


General Health Grants. - The General Health Grants program of 
federal grants-in-aid to the provinces was started in 1948 and had the 
objective of strengthening public health services and hospital services 
in those areas where provincial authorities recognized the need. Prior 
to fiscal year 1961-62, the health grants program included Hospital 
Construction Grants, but since then it has been separated under two 
Parliamentary votes, General Health Grants and Hospital Construction 
Grants (see below). 


Since January 1, 1965, with the exception of the Public Health 
Research grant and demonstration projects, federal contributions to 
Quebec under the health grants program have been made in accordance 
with the agreements reached under the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act (see page 12). 


The grant structure has been modified several times but the basic 
objectives have remained unchanged. The individual health grants now 
in effect assist the provinces in the principal fields of public health as 
follows: 


Professional Training Grant - to train additional health and 
hospital workers; 


Mental Health Grant - to aid in prevention of mental illness by 
improving and extending facilities for treatment and rehabilitation, 
the training of mental health personnel, and the progressive 
extension of free treatment; 


ed be 


Tuberculosis Control Grant - to extend programs of prevention 
and case finding, rehabilitation and free treatment, aimed at 
eradication of the disease; 


Public Health Research Grant - to encourage and assist public 
health research including the conduct of surveys and studies; 


General Public Health Grant - to develop new and extended public 
health organization facilities and services in both rural and urban 
areas; 


Cancer Control Grant - to assist programs for the detection and 
treatment of cancer and the maintenance of specialized treatment 
and research centres; 


Medical Rehabilitation and Crippled Children Grant - to assist in 
the provision of medical and ancillary rehabilitation facilities and 
services and programs for the prevention and correction of 
crippling conditions in children and adults, including the training 
of personnel; 


Child and Maternal Health Grant - to assist in reducing infant 
mortality and to improve maternal, infant and child health 
services and facilities. 


Hospital Construction Grants. - Formerly included in the general 
Health Grants program (see above), these grants have been administered 


since 1961-62 under a separate Parliamentary vote. Their purpose is 

to aid in new hospital construction and renovation for general treatment 

and allied classes of care and for mental and tuberculosis treatment beds. 
These grants may also be used for the construction of other health facilities, 
such as community health centres and residences for nurses and interns. 


Health Resources Fund. - This forms one of three closely-related 
parts of the Health Resources Program, the main purpose of which is to 
help meet the increasing need for trained people to provide more and 
better comprehensive health services. The other two parts of the 
program are (a) health resources studies and (b) the provision of a 
consultative service in the fields of health, manpower and education. 


The Health Resources Fund Act was enacted in July 1966 and 
supporting regulations were passed in February 1967. A sum of $500 
million has been|appropriated for the Fund, the purpose of which is to 
provide assistance to the provinces of up to 50% of the capital costs of 
constructing, renovating, acquiring and equipping health training and 
research facilities, which include schools, hospitals or the institutions 
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or any portion thereof. Although planning and designing costs are 
eligible for support, the costs of land, interest charges and residential 
accommodation are excluded. The $500 million is to be expended over 


a 15-year period ending in 1980. 


The Fund is divided into three parts: $300 million to be distributed 
among the provinces in proportion to their populations, $25 million as a 
special additional allocation to the four Atlantic provinces for joint projects 
and the remaining $175 million to be allocated by the Governor -in-Council. 


Fiscal Arrangements between the Federal Government 
and the Government of the Province of Quebec 

As the province of Quebec does not participate directly in the Youth 
Allowances program or in programs under which the federal government 
makes contributions to the provinces ona shared-cost basis, the federal 
government compensates that province with the equivalent value of 
payments which would otherwise have been made either in or to Quebec. 
The following two paragraphs explain the agreements which have been 
reached with respect to Youth Allowances and under the Established 
Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act. 


(a) Youth Allowances - Under the Youth Allowances Act, a province 
which was at the time of passage of the Act providing schooling allowances 
to its youths might be excluded from the provisions of the Act on being 

so prescribed by the Minister of National Health and Welfare. On being 
prescribed, the federal individual income tax was abated by 3 per cent 
(sec. 33, Income Tax Act) on residents of that province to allow the 
province to impose an equivalent tax without an additional burden on 

its residents. The Federal-Provincial Fiscal Revision Act 1964, C-26, 
section 6, provides that, where the federal saving arising from a province 
providing its own schooling allowances exceeds or falls short of the value 
of the federal individual income tax abated in that province, the Minister 
of Finance will pay to that province the amount by which the federal saving 
exceeds the value of the federal tax abatement, or where the federal tax 
abatement exceeds the federal saving, recover the excess from other 
payments due to the province. Quebec is the only province to which this 
arrangement is applicable. 


(b) Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act - This Act 
provides that, where a province was participating in certain federal- 


provincial shared-cost programs enumerated in Schedule I of the Act(}) 
(1) Schedule I of the Act enumerates the hospital insurance program 
under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, Old Age 
Assistance, Blind Persons Allowances, Disabled Persons Allowances, 
Unemployment Assistance, the various projects under the Technical 
and Vocational Training As sistance Act, and the Health Grants Program. 
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and where the province desired that it should wholly administer and 
finance the programs, it might enter into an agreement supplementary 
to the agreement governing the joint program, to assume responsibility 
for the program. On such a supplementary agreement being entered 
into, the Government of Canada undertook to abate the federal individual 
income tax by specified amounts on residents of that province, to pay a 
tax equalization payment computed in accordance with section 8 of the 
Act and, if the value of the tax abatement and tax equalization differed 
from the contribution the federal government would have made under the 
original agreement governing each program, the federal government 
would make a payment or recovery equivalent to the difference. The 
Province of Quebec was the only province to avail itself of the provisions 
of the Act. On the passage of the Canada Assistance Plan, the provisions 
‘of the Act were amended to also include that plan. 


The federal Department of Finance has the responsibility of 
administering these financial arrangements. 


As the tables in this publication exclude the contributions that the 
Province of Quebec receives under the above agreements and as it may 
be important to measure the total federal contributions made towards 
expenditures by all the provinces with respect to these programs, the 
following table provides details as to the amounts paid to the Province 
of Quebec under these financial arrangements. It is therefore possible 
to calculate totals showing the extent of federal participation as a result 
of each of these programs. 


Under the original provisions of the legislation, two tax abatement 
points were collectively assigned to the three categorical welfare programs 
and 2 points were assigned to unemployment assistance. Commencing with 
fiscal year 1967-68, under the amended provisions of the Act, four tax 
abatement points are collectively assisgned to the three categorical 
welfare programs, unemployment assistance and the Canada Assistance 
Plan. The following table presents data up to 1967-68. In the case of 
the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services program, the latest data 
shown are for calendar year 1968 as that program is on a calendar year 
basis. For analytical purposes, the federal contribution for all categorical 
welfare programs has been allocated to each individual program. 


Sources of Data 


The tables were compiled from data obtained from the respective 
Divisions within the Department of National Health and Welfare. Recent 
data presented in this Bulletin are preliminary and, when final totals are 
compiled, necessary adjustments may be made which, however, may not 
be specifically allocated to any particular month or months. In some 
instances, adjustments may carry forward into the six following months 
and thus may affect the statistics relating to the next fiscal year.

In most cases the data are presented in two ways: (1) a table 
giving the number of recipients under the program and federal expenditures 
either for a period of seven years or, if the program began within that 
period, since the date it commenced, and a breakdown by months for the 
latest 15 months; (2) a summary by province of the number of recipients 
and net payments made by the federal government for the fiscal year 
1967-68. Normally, this information would be given for the latest month 
in the relevant quarter; however, since this issue presents data for the 
last quarter of fiscal year 1967-68, the summaries of provincial net 
payments are given for the complete fiscal year. Monthly data in respect 
of the Fitness and Amateur Sport program and the National Welfare 
Grants are not given as these programs are not related toa monthly 
pattern of expenditure. 


Provincial claims on the federal government under the provisions 
of the Canada Assistance Plan Act are in many cases not received in the 
month in which the original provincial expenditure was made and, by the 
time they have been processed, settlement may be made in the month 
following that in which the claims were received. As it would be 
extremely difficult to separate the parts of the claims which are applicable 
to a particular month, especially when, in some instances, a claim may 
include expenditures which were made several months previously, the 
monthly data presented in the publication on expenditures under the 
Canada Assistance Plan are shown as for the month in which the federal 
government actually reimbursed the provinces. 


As the total and per capita cost of in-patient services under the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services program cannot be established 
in final form, under provisions of the Act, on other than a calendar - 
year basis, the tabular presentation on the operations of that program 
has to be presented on that basis. For consistency, therefore, the data 
on preliminary costs and federal contributions are also given ona 
calendar-year basis.

INTRODUCTION 


To supplement the program statistics presented in this publication, 
the main provisions governing each of the programs are described briefly 
below. Information in greater detail is to be found in this Department's 
publications, Social Security in Canada and Health and Welfare Services 
in Canada, as well as in the annual reports of each of the programs. 


Programs 


Old Age Security. - The Old Age Security Act of 1951, as amended, 
provides for pensions to be paid monthly to all persons who meet the age 
and residence requirements, At the end of 1965 the qualifying age was 
70 but since then, the qualifying age is being reduced one year at a time 
so that by 1968 the Old Age Security pension was payable to those age 67 
or over and, by 1970, it will be payable to all eligible individuals at age 
65 and over. The monthly pension amounted to $75 in 1967, became 
$76.50 in 1968, and $78.00 in 1969, following adjustments in the Pension 
Index developed for the Canada Pension Plan. 


This program is financed by the proceeds of a 3 per cent sales tax, 
a 3 per cent tax on corporation income and a 4 per cent tax on taxable 
personal income, subject to an annual limit of $240. These revenues are 
credited to the Old Age Security fund. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement. - This program became effective 
on January 1, 1967, and is designed to provide a supplementary benefit 
to elderly people with little or no income other than the Old Age Security 
pension. The maximum supplement is 40 per cent of the Old Age Security 
pension, which in 1967 provided a monthly supplement of up to $30. Thus, 
for 1967, pensioners with only the Old Age Security pension are guaranteed 
an annual income of $1, 260 for single pensioners and $2,520 for a married 
couple who are both pensioners. Pensioners with income in addition to the 
Old Age Security pension may receive a partial monthly supplement 
calculated by reducing the maximum monthly supplement by one dollar 
for each two full dollars of monthly income other than the pension. As 
the maximum supplement is set at 40 per cent of the Old Age Security 
pension, it will increase each time that the pension is escalated by the 
Pension Index. In consequence, the monthly supplement applicable in 
1968 was $30.60, and for 1969 is $31.20. 


Income for purposes of the program is determined under the Income 
Tax Act but excludes the Old Age Security pension and the amount of any 
supplement. 


The Canada Pension Plan 


The Act establishing the Canada Pension Plan received Royal 
Assent on April 3, 1965 and was proclaimed in force on May 5th of 
the same year. The collection of contributions commenced in January, 
1966. In January 1967, the first benefits were paid in the form of 
Retirement Pensions. In February 1968, the first survivors! benefits 
were paid. 


The Plan represents an important milestone in Canadian social 
development. It will enable millions of people to make financial provision 
for their retirement and to protect themselves and their dependants or 
survivors against loss of income in the event of the disability or death 
of the head of the family. 


The Plan is universally applicable throughout Canada, except in 
the province of Quebec where a comparable pension plan has been 
established. The Canada and Quebec Pension Plans are closely co- 
ordinated and operate virtually as a single program. Togéther, they 
cover almost all members of the labour force in Canada including the 
armed forces. Benefit credits accrued under the Canada or Quebec 
Pension Plans are transferable from one Plan to the other, and will 
be paid wherever the recipient may be living, whether in Canada or 
outside the country. 


The Plan provides for the automatic adjustment of maximum 
pensionable earnings. Until 1975 the adjustments will be made in 
accordance with changes in the Pension Index which, in turn, is based 
on the Consumer Price Index. Beginning in 1976, the maximum 
pensionable earnings will be adjusted in relation to changes in the 
Earnings Index which will reflect changes in average wage and salary 
levels in Canada. The maximum pensionable earnings were $5, 000 
in 1966 and 1967, $5,100 in 1968 and in 1969 are $5, 200. 


To participate in the Plan, a person must be between the ages of 
18 and 70 and earn more than $600 yearly as an employee, or at least 
$800 if he is self-employed. As of 1969, contributions are made on 
earnings between $600 and $5, 200 a year in the case of both employees 
and self-employed persons. Employees contribute at the rate of PLS 
per cent, with a matching contribution being made by their employers, 
while self-employed persons contribute at the rate of 3.6 per cent. 
No contributions are to be made by persons while they are receiving 
disability pensions. . 


Benefits are classified under three main headings: Retirement 
Pensions; Survivors" Benefits, consisting of a widow's pension, a 
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disabled widower's pension, orphan's benefits, and a lump sum death 
benefit; and Disability Pensions, with additional benefits for their 
dependent children. 


Survivors' Benefits became payable in February 1968. They are 
paid to or on behalf of the survivors of a deceased contributor who has 
made contributions for the minimum qualifying period, which is for 
three years for those whose benefits commence before 1975. 


A woman who is widowed between the ages of 45 and 65 years is 
entitled to a Widow's Pension consisting of a flat-rate component, plus 
375 per cent of her husband's Retirement Pension. The flat-rate 
component is equal to $25 multiplied by the ratio of the Pension Index 
for the year in which the contributor dies to the Pension Index for 1967. 
Thus, for 1968, the flat-rate component was $25.50 and for 1969 it is 
$26.01. Should her husband not be in receipt of a Retirement Pension 
at the time of his death, such a pension is calculated in prescribed 
manner for the purpose of computing the amount of the Widow's Pension. 


If a woman is widowed under age 45, the same widow's pension is 
paid provided she has dependent or disabled children or is herself 
disabled. If she does not meet any of these requirements, her pension 
is reduced by 10% for each year she is under 45 years of age at the time 
of her husband's death. Accordingly, if a woman is widowed at age 35 
or less, and has no dependent or disabled children and is not herself 
disabled, she will not receive a Widow's Pension until she reaches 65 
years of age, unless she becomes disabled in the meantime. 


A widow age 65 or over receives a Widow's Pension equal to 60 
per cent of her husband's Retirement Pension. This pension is paid 
whether or not she was receiving a Widow's Pension before she became 
65. Again, if her husband was not in receipt of a Retirement Pension 
at the time of death, it is calculated in prescribed manner in order to 
compute the amount of the Widow's Pension. 


A woman who receives a Widow's Pension may also have contributed 
to the Canada Pension Plan and consequently may be entitled to a Retire- 
ment or Disability Pension in her own right. In such cases, the Widow's 
Pension is combined with the other pension, in accordance with a prescribed 
formula, but the combined total cannot exceed the maximum Retirement 
Pension payable under the Act. 


Orphan's Benefits are payable on behalf of a deceased contributor 's 
unmarried dependent children. The rate for each of the first four 
children is equal to the flat-rate component of the widow's pension 
described above viz. $26.01 for 1969. When there are more than four 
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children, the total of their benefits, which is divided equally among 
the children, equals $26.01 for each of four children and half of that 
amount for each child in excess of four. Benefits are payable until the 
child reaches age 18, or up to the age of 25 if he is attending school 
or university full time. 


A Disabled Widower's Pension is payable where a widower is 
disabled and has been wholly or substantially dependent on his wife for 
financial support at the time of her death. The test of disability is the 
same as that described below for a person who claims a Disability 
Pension and the pension formula is the same as that for a disabled 
widow. 


When a contributor dies, a lump sum Death Benefit equal to six 
times his monthly Retirement Pension is paid to his estate. This benefit 
is subject to a maximum of 10 per cent of the maximum pensionable 
earnings for the year of death which, for 1969, would mean a death 
benefit not exceeding $520. Should a contributor not be in receipt of a 
Retirement Pension at the time of his death, a calculation is made in 
prescribed manner for purposes of establishing the amount of his Death 
Benefit. 


Disability Pensions become payable in 19 10% 


All monthly benefits being paid are adjusted upwards annually if 
the changes in the Pension Index warrant it. Benefits in pay in 1967 
were increased by two per cent effective January 1968 and those in pay 
in 1968 were increased by two per cent effective January 1969. 


The legislation provides for the investment of funds that accrue 
from monthly contributions, less the estimated amounts required to 
pay benefits and administrative costs over a three-month period. These 
funds are made available to each province on the basis of the relationship 
between the contributions made to the Plan by and on behalf of residents 
of that province and the total contributions made to the Plan. Funds not 
borrowed ‘by the provinces are invested in federal securities. 


The Canada Pension Plan is entirely self-supporting in that all 
benefits and all costs incurred in the administration of the program are 
financed solely from the contributions made by employees, employers 
and self-employed persons and the interest earned from the investment 
of funds. 


The Minister of National Health and Welfare is responsible for 
the administration of all parts of the program except coverage and the 
collection of contributions which come under the jurisdiction of the 
Minister of National Revenue. 
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Family Allowances. - The Family Allowances program provides 
for payments on behalf of all children up to age 16 who are resident in 
Canada, subject to minimal residence qualifications. Monthly payments 
are made at the rate of $6 for each child under 10 years of age and $8 
for each child age 10 or over but under 16 years. Generally, the 
allowance is paid to the mother. 


Another program, called Family Assistance, is operated in 
conjunction with Family Allowances and bridges the gap until a child 
becomes eligible for Family Allowances. Under Family Assistance, 
payments are made at Family Allowances rates for each child under 
age 16 resident in Canada supported by a landed immigrant or by a 
Canadian returning to reside in Canada permanently. 


Youth Allowances. - Under this program, monthly allowances of 
$10 are paid in respect of all dependent youths age 16 and 17 who are 
receiving full-time educational training or who are precluded from doing 
so by reason of physical or mental infirmity. 


The province of Quebec operates a comparable program called 
Schooling Allowances which covers eligible youths in Quebec and for 
which that province receives financial compensation from the federal 
government (see page 12). The Youth Allowances program and the 
Quebec Schooling Allowances cover all eligible youths in Canada. 


Canada Assistance Plan. - This Plan was enacted in 1966 asa 
comprehensive public assistance measure to complement other income 
security measures. It provides, under agreements with the provinces, 
federal contributions of 50 p.c. of the costs of assistance to persons 
in need and of certain costs of improving or extending welfare services. 
The Plan is designed to replace the Unemployment Assistance Act, 1956, 
(see below) although the latter will continue in effect in some provinces 
for an interim period with respect to certain programs that utilize a 
means test and are not covered under the Canada Assistance Plan. 


The Canada Assistance Plan legislation provides that the provinces 
may discontinue their programs of old age assistance, blind persons 
allowances and disabled persons allowances (see below) and instead give 
aid under their general programs, with costs shared under the Canada 
Assistance Plan. All provinces had signed agreements under the Canada 
Assistance Plan by the end of August 1967. The arrangements for con- 
tracting out of certain shared-cost programs that were introduced in 
1965 under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act are 
applied to Quebec's agreement under the Plan. 
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Effective from April 1, 1966, the Canada Assistance Plan extends 
federal sharing to include the following costs, which were not shared 
under the Unemployment Assistance Act: assistance to needy mothers 
with dependent children, maintenance of children in the care of provin- 
cially approved child welfare agencies, health care services to needy 
persons, and the extension of welfare services to prevent or remove 
causes of dependency or to assist recipients in achieving self-support. 
The only eligibility requirement specified is that of need, which is to 
be determined through an assessment of budgetary requirements as well 
as of income and resources. A province must not require previous 
residence as a condition of eligibility for assistance or for continued 
assistance. Rates of assistance and eligibility requirements are set by 
the province so that they may be adjusted to local conditions and the 
needs of special groups. The Plan requires that the provinces establish 
procedures for appeal from decisions that relate to the provision of 
assistance, 


Unemployment Assistance . - The Unemployment Assistance Act 
of 1956, as amended, authorized the federal government to enter into 
an agreement with any province to reimburse 50 per cent of the unemploy- 
ment assistance expenditures made by that province and its municipalities 
to unemployed persons and their dependents who are inneed, Payments 
to both employable and unemployable persons are sharable, as are the 
costs of maintaining persons in homes for special care, and the costs 
of supplementary aid to recipients of old age security pensions, old age 
assistance, blind persons allowances, disabled persons allowances and 
unemployment insurance benefits, where the amount of assistance is 
determined by the province or municipality on the basis of need. Federal 
sharing was extended to mothers' allowances from April 1, 1966. 
Effective from April 1, 1965, Quebec received partial payment for 
assistance costs under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) 
Act under which the province is entitled to compensation in the form of 
a tax abatement and an equalization payment. 


As noted above, all programs for which aid is based ona needs 
test are included for reimbursement under the Canada Assistance Plan, 
with regard to which all provinces had signed agreements by August 
1967. The Unemployment Assistance Act, however, remains in etsece 
in the Yukon and Northwest Territories and for a transitional period in 
some provinces to cover the costs of aid to residual groups of persons 
under certain means test programs during the process of conversion 
to needs test programs. 


Old Age Assistance, - This program was introduced to provide 
income support to persons age 65 or over who are in need and who meet 
the ten years' residence and income requirements, but who have not yet 
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reached eligible age for the Old Age Security pension. The federal 
government reimburses the provinces 50 per cent of up to $75 per month 
towards assistance given each recipient. 


Since the qualifying age under the Old Age Security legislation is 
gradually being reduced, this program will be phased out by 1970 when 
the qualifying age for the Old Age Security pension reaches 65. 


Effective April 1, 1965, the province of Quebec receives payments in 
respect of this program through the Department of Finance under the terms 
of the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act, which entitles th 
province to a tax abatement and an equalization payment (see page 12). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy aged under its general program with 
the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of 
provinces no longer accept applications under the Old Age Assistance 
program. They may also transfer current recipients to their general 
programs provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Blind Persons Allowances. - Under this program, the federal 
government reimburses the provinces 75 per cent of the allowances 
paid to blind persons who are age 18 and over and who are in need and 
who meet the 10 years' residence and income requirements. The 
provincial payment sharable by the federal government is up to a 
maximum of $75 monthly per recipient. 


Effective April 1, 1965, the payments to Quebec are made by the 
Department of Finance under the terms of the Established Programs 
(Interim Arrangements) Act, which entitles the province to a tax abatement 
and an equalization payment (see page 12). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy blind persons under its general program 
with the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of provinces 
no longer accept applications under the Blind Persons Allowances program. 
They may also transfer current recipients to their general programs 
provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Disabled Persons Allowances. - This program provides for federal 
reimbursement to the provinces for allowances paid to permanently and 
totally disabled persons age 18 and over who are in need and meet the 
10 years' residence and income requirements. The federal government 
reimburses the provinces for 50 per cent of up to $75 a month for each 
recipient. 
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Effective April 1, 1965, payments to Quebec are made by the Depart- 
ment of Finance under the terms of the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act, which entitled the province to a tax abatement and an 
equalization payment (see page 12). . 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy disabled under its general program, 
with the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of pro- 
vinces no longer accept applications under the Disabled Persons Allowances 
program. They may also transfer current recipients to their general 
programs provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Fitness and Amateur Sport Program. - Under the Fitness and 
Amateur Sport Act of 1961 the federal government may spend up to 
$5,000,000 a year on the encouragement, promotion and development 
of active leisure pursuits for everyone in Canada. These programs 
are carried out mainly by non-governmental agencies. Also, Canadian 
participation in active recreation and amateur sport can be promoted 
internationally, nationally, provincially and locally through financial 
assistance, technical guidance, the provision of teaching materials, 
training assistance, research and the construction of facilities. The 
30-member National Advisory Council of Fitness and Amateur Sport 
serves the Minister of National Health and Welfare in an advisory capacity. 
Various committees have been established to ensure co-operation and 
co-ordination between interested officials of the federal and provincial 
governments and with executives of the sports organizations. 


The federal program has five elements: Grants to National 
Organizations, Grants for Athletic Events, Grants for Training and 
Research, Services of the Department of National Health and Welfare, 
and Grants to the Provinces. Applications for all grants at the provincial 
or local level are made in the first instance to the responsible provincial 
department. 


The province of Quebec did not sign an agreement with the federal 
government and hence does not take part in the program. 


National Welfare Grant Program. - Established in 1962 to help 
develop and strengthen welfare services in Canada, this program provides 


for a general welfare and professional training grant and a welfare 
research grant. 


The general welfare grant provides funds for projects to improve 
welfare administration, develop provincial consultative and co-ordinating 
services, and to strengthen and extend public and voluntary welfare 
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services in child welfare, aging, general assistance and other welfare 
fields. Bursaries for full-time graduate training at Canadian schools of 
social work are provided as well as training grants for employees of 
government and voluntary welfare agencies. Staff development grants 
provide support for a wide variety of staff training programs for 
personnel employed, or to be employed, in public and non-governmental 
welfare agencies. These provisions are administered in co-operation 
and on a shared-cost basis with the provinces, whereas the following 
provisions of the program are administered by the federal government: 
welfare scholarships are awarded for graduate study in Canadian schools 
of social work and fellowships for advanced study at Canadian and foreign 
universities; teaching and field instruction grants assist Canadian schools 
of social work with the salaries of additional staff required to implement 
the program. 


A variety of research studies undertaken by public and voluntary 
welfare and correctional agencies, universities and research institutions 
are supported by welfare research grants. 


National voluntary welfare agencies may submit directly to the 
federal government projects relating to the strengthening and developing 
of welfare services not covered by other provisions of the program. 


Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services. - The federal Act was 
passed in 1957 and by 1961, all provinces and territories had entered this 


program by which the Government of Canada shares with the provinces 
the cost of providing specified hospital services to insured patients. The 
program covers 99 per cent of the population of Canada. Specifically 
excluded from the program are tuberculosis hospitals and sanatoria, 
hospitals or institutions for the mentally ill, as well as institutions 
providing custodial care, such as nursing homes and homes for the aged. 
The methods of administering and financing the program in each province 
and the provision of services above the stipulated minimum that is 
required by the Act are left to the choice of the province. 


Insured in-patient services must include accommodation, meals, 
necessary nursing service, diagnostic procedures, pharmaceuticals, 
the use of operating rooms, case rooms, anaesthetic facilities, and the 
use of radiotherapy and physiotherapy if available. Similar services 
for out-patients may be included in provincial plans and authorized for 
contribution under the Act. All provinces include some out-patient 
services. The Government of Canada's contribution to each province 
is determined by multiplying the average number of insured people in 
that province by the sum of 25 per cent of the per capita cost of in- 
patient services in Canada plus 25 per cent of the per capita cost of 
in-patient services in the province. Thus, the total contribution is about 
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50 per cent of the sharable cost for all Canada, but the proportion is 
higher for provinces where the per capita cost is below average and 
lower for the other provinces. Contributions for insured out-patient 
services with respect to each province are paid in the same proportion 
as the contributions to the cost for in-patients. Since January 1, 1965, 
payments to Quebec are made by the Department of Finance under the 
terms of the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act 

(see page 12). De 


The tabular presentation on.the operation of the Hospital Insurance 
and Diagnostic Services Act is on a calendar-year basis. The cost of 
in-patient services in total and per capita cannot, under the provisions 
of the Act, be established in final form on other than a calendar-year 
basis. The data on preliminary costs and federal contributions, although 
available on a fiscal-year basis, are presented on a calendar~-year basis 
to provide an internally consistent historical series. | 


General Health Grants. - The General Health Grants program of 
federal grants-in-aid to the provinces was started in 1948 and had the 
objective of strengthening public health services and hospital services 
in those areas where provincial authorities recognized the need; Prior 
to fiscal year 1961-62, the health grants program included Hospital 
Construction Grants, but since then it has been separated under two 
Parliamentary votes, General Health Grants and Hospital Construction 
Grants (see below). | 


Since January 1, 1965, with the exception of the Public Health 
Research grant and demonstration projects, federal contributions to 
Quebec under the health grants program have been made by the Depart- 
ment of Finance under the terms of the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act (see page 12). 


The grant structure has been modified several times but the basic 
objectives have remained unchanged. The individual health grants now 
in effect assist the provinces in the principal fields of public health as 
follows: 


Professional Training Grant - to train additional health and 
hospital workers; 


Mental Health Grant - to aid in prevention of mental illness by 
improving and extending facilities for treatment and rehabilitation, 
the training of mental health personnel, and the progressive 
extension of free treatment; | 
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Tuberculosis Control Grant - to extend programs of prevention 
and case finding, rehabilitation and free treatment, aimed at 
eradication of the disease; 


Public Health Research Grant - to encourage and assist public 
health research including the conduct of surveys and studies; 


General Public Health Grant - to develop new and extended public 
health organization facilities and services in both rural and urban 
areas; 


Cancer Control Grant - to assist programs for the detection and 
treatment of cancer and the maintenance of specialized treatment 
and research centres; 


Medical Rehabilitation and Crippled Children Grant - to assist in 
the provision of medical and ancillary rehabilitation facilities and 
services and programs for the prevention and correction of 
crippling conditions in children and adults, including the training 
of personnel; 


Child and Maternal Health Grant - to assist in reducing infant 
mortality and to improve maternal, infant and child health 
services and facilities, 


Hospital Construction Grants. - Formerly included in the general 


Health Grants program (see above), these grants have been administered 
since 1961-62 under a separate Parliamentary vote. Their purpose is 

to aid in new hospital construction and renovation for general treatment 

and allied classes of care and for mental and tuberculosis treatment beds. 
These grants may also be used for the construction of other health facilities, 
such as community health centres and residences for nurses and interns. 


Health Resources Fund. - This forms one of three closely-related 
parts of the Health Resources Program, the main purpose of which is to 
help meet the increasing need for trained people to provide more and 
better comprehensive health services. The other two parts of the 
program are (a) health resources studies and (b) the provision of a 
consultative service in the fields of health, manpower and education. 


The Health Resources Fund Act was enacted in July 1966 and 
supporting regulations were passed in February 1967. A sum of $500 
million has been appropriated for the Fund, the purpose of which is to 
provide assistance to the provinces of up to 50% of the capital costs of 
constructing, renovating, acquiring and equipping health training and 
research facilities, which include schools, hospitals or the institutions 
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or any portion thereof. Although planning and designing costs are 
eligible for support, the costs of land, interest charges and residential 
accommodation are excluded. The $500 million is to be expended over 
a 15-year period ending in 1980. . 


The Fund is divided into three parts: $300 million to be distributed 
among the provinces in proportion to their populations, $25 million as a 
special additional allocation to the four Atlantic provinces for joint projects 
and the remaining $175 million to be allocated by the Governor -in -Council. 


Fiscal Arrangements between the Federal Government 
and the Government of the Province of Quebec 


As the province of Quebec does not participate directly in the Youth 
Allowances program or in programs under which the federal government 
makes contributions to the provinces on a shared-cost basis, the federal 
government compensates that province with the equivalent value of 
payments which would otherwise have been made either in or to Quebec. 
The following two paragraphs explain the agreements which have been 
reached with respect to Youth Allowances and under the Established 
Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act. 


(a) Youth Allowances - Under the Youth Allowances Act, a province 
which was at the time of passage of the Act providing schooling allowances 
to its youths might be excluded from the provisions of the Act on being 

so prescribed by the Minister of National Health and Welfare. On being 
prescribed, the federal individual income tax was abated by 3 perscent 
(sec. 33, Income Tax Act) on residents of that province to allow the 
province to impose an equivalent tax without an additional burden on 

its residents. The Federal-Provincial Fiscal Revision Act 1964, C-26, 
section 6, provides that, where the federal saving arising from a province 
providing its own schooling allowances exceeds or falls short of the value 
of the federal individual income tax abated in that province, the Minister 
of Finance will pay to that province the amount by which the federal saving 
exceeds the value of the federal tax abatement, or where the federal tax 
abatement exceeds the federal saving, recover the excess from other 
payments due to the province. Quebec is the only province to which this 
arrangement is applicable. 


(b) Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act - This Act 
provides that, where a province was participating in certain federal- 


provincial shared-cost programs enumerated in Schedule I of the Act!) 
(1) Schedule I of the Act enumerates the hospital insurance program 
under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, Old Age 
Assistance, Blind Persons Allowances, Disabled Persons Allowances, 
Unemployment Assistance, the various projects under the Technical 
and Vocational Training Assistance Act, and the Health Grants Program. 
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and where the province desired that it should wholly administer and 
finance the programs, it might enter into an agreement supplementary 
to the agreement governing the joint program, to assume responsibility 
for the program. On such a supplementary agreement being entered 
into, the Government of Canada undertook to abate the federal individual 
income tax by specified amounts on residents of that province, to pay a 
tax equalization payment computed in accordance with section 8 of the 
Act and, if the value of the tax abatement and tax equalization differed 
from the contribution the federal government would have made under the 
original agreement governing each program, the federal government 
would make a payment or recovery equivalent to the difference. The 
province of Quebec was the only province to avail itself of the provisions 
of the Act. On the passage of the Canada Assistance Plan, the provisions 
of the Act were amended to also include that plan. 


The federal Department of Finance has the responsibility of 
administering these financial arrangements. 


As the tables in this publication exclude the contributions that the 
province of Quebec receives under the above agreements and as it may 
be important to measure the total federal contributions made towards 
expenditures by all the provinces with respect to these programs, the 
following table provides details as to the amounts paid to the province 
of Quebec under these financial arrangements. It is therefore possible 
to calculate totals showing the extent of federal participation as a result 
of each of these programs. 


Under the original provisions of the legislation, two tax abatement 
points were collectively as signed to the three categorical welfare programs 
and two points were assigned to unemployment assistance. Commencing 
with fiscal year 1967-68, under the amended provisions of the Act, for tax 
abatement points are collectively assigned to the three categorical 
welfare programs, unemployment assistance and the Canada Assistance 
Plan. The following table presents data up to 1967-68. In the case of 
the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services program, the latest data 
shown are for calendar year 1968 as that program is on a calendar year 
basis. For analytical purposes, the federal contribution for all categorical 
welfare programs has been allocated to each individual program. 


Sources of Data 


The tables were compiled from data obtained from the respective 
Divisions within the Department of National Health and Welfare. Recent 
data presented in this Bulletin are preliminary and, when final totals are 
compiled, necessary adjustments may be made which, however, may not 
be specifically allocated to any particular month or months. In some 
instances, adjustments may carry forward and thus may affect the 
statistics relating to the next fiscal year.

In most cases the data are presented in two ways: (1) a table 
giving the number of recipients under the program and federal expendi- 
tures either for a period of seven years or, if the program began within 
that period, since the date it commenced, and a breakdown by months 
for the latest 15 months; (2) a summary by province of the number of 
recipients and net payments made by the federal government for the 
latest month in the relevant quarter. Monthly data in respect of the 
Fitness and Amateur Sport program and the National Welfare Grants 
are not given as these programs are not related to a monthly pattern 
of expenditure. 


Provincial claims on the federal government under the provisions 
of the Canada Assistance Plan Act are in many cases not received in the 
month in which the original provincial expenditure was made and, by the 
time they have been processed, settlement may be made in the month 
following that in which the claims were received. As it would be 
extremely difficult to separate the parts of the claims which are applicable 
to a particular month, especially when, in some instances, a claim may 
include expenditures which were made several months previously, the 
monthly data presented in the publication on expenditures under the 
Canada Assistance Plan are shown as for the month in which the federal 
government actually reimbursed the provinces. 


As the total and per capita cost of in-patient services under the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services program cannot be established 
in final form, under provisions of the Act, on other than a calendar - 
year basis, the tabular presentation on the operations of that program 
has to be presented on that basis. For consistency, therefore, the data 
on preliminary costs and federal contributions are also given ona 
calendar-year basis.

INTRODUCTION 


To supplement the program statistics presented in this publication, 
the main provisions governing each of the programs are described briefly 
below. Information in greater detail is to be found in this Department's 


publications, Social Security in Canada and Health and Welfare Services 


in Canada, as well as in the annual reports of each of the programs. 


Programs 


Old Age Security. - The Old Age Security Act of 1951, as amended, 
provides for pensions to be paid monthly to all persons who meet the age 
and residence requirements. At the end of 1965 the qualifying age was 
70 but since then, the qualifying age is being reduced one year at a time 
so that by 1968 the Old Age Security pension was payable to those age 67 
or over and, by 1970, it will be payable to all eligible individuals at 
age 65 and over. The monthly pension amounted to $75 in 1967, became 
$76.50 in 1968, and $78.00 in 1969, following adjustments in the Pension 
Index developed for the Canada Pension Plan. 


This program is financed by the proceeds of a 3 per cent sales tax, 
a 3 per cent tax on corporation income and a 4 per cent tax on taxable 
personal income, subject to an annual limit of $240. These revenues are 
credited to the Old Age Security fund. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement. - This program became effective on 


January 1, 1967, and is designed to provide a supplementary benefit to 
elderly people with little or no income other than the Old Age Security 
pension. The maximum supplement is 40 per cent of the Old Age Security 
pension, which in 1967 provided a monthly supplement of up to $30. As 

the pension was escalated in 1968 and 1969 with adjustments in the 
Pension Index, the monthly supplement applicable in 1968 was raised to 
$30.60 and in 1969 to $31.20. Thus, for 1968, pensioners with only the 
Old Age Security pension were guaranteed an annual income of $1,285.20 

for single pensioners and $2,570.40 for a married couple who are both 
pensioners. For 1969 the amounts were $1,310.40 and $2,620.80, respectively. 
Pensioners with income in addition to the Old Age Security pension may 
receive a partial monthly supplement calculated by reducing the maximum 
monthly supplement by one dollar for each two full dollars of monthly in- 
come other than the pension. 


Income for purposes of the program is determined under the Income 
Tax Act but excludes the Old Age Security pension and the amount of any 
supplement. 


The Canada Pension Plan* 
The Act establishing the Canada Pension Plan received Royal 


Assent on April 3, 1965 and was proclaimed in force on May 5 of the 
same year. The collection of contributions commenced in January, 1966. 


* For more complete information, please refer to Bulletin Vol. 2, 
Nos, doand: 2; 
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To participate in the Plan, a person must be between the ages of 
18 and 70 and earn more than $600 yearly as an employee, or at least 
$800 if he is self-employed. As of 1969, contributions are made on 
earnings between $600 and $5,200 a year in the case of both employees 
and self-employed persons. Employees contribute at the rate Or Lo per 
cent, with a matching contribution being made by their employers, while 
self-employed persons contribute at the rate of 3.6 per cent. No 
contributions are to be made by persons while they are receiving disability 


pensions. 


Benefits are classified under three main headings: Retirement 
Pensions; Survivors' Benefits, consisting of a widow's pension, a disabled 
widower's pension, orphan's benefits, and a lump sum death benefit; and 
Disability Pensions for contributors, with additional benefits for their 
dependent children. 


In January 1967, the first benefits were paid in the form of Retire- 
ment Pensions. In February 1968, the first survivors' benefits were paid. 
Disability pensions for contributors, with additional benefits for their 
dependent children, become payable in February 1970. 


All monthly benefits being paid are adjusted upwards annually if 
the changes in the Pension Index warrant it. Benefits in payment in 1967 
were increased by two per cent effective January 1968 and those in pay- 
ment in 1968 were increased by two per cent effective January 1969. 


The Plan is universally applicable throughout Canada, except in the 
Province of Quebec where a comparable pension plan has been established. 
Benefit credits accrued under the Canada or Quebec Plans are portable 
throughout Canada. 


The Canada Pension Plan is entirely self-supporting in that all 
benefits and all costs incurred in the administration of the program are 
financed solely from the contributions made by employees, employers and 
self-employed persons and the interest earned from the investment of 
funds. 


Family Allowances. - The Family Allowances program provides for 
payments on behalf of all children up to age 16 who are resident in 
Canada, subject to minimal residence qualifications. Monthly payments 
are made at the rate of $6 for each child under 10 years of age and $8 
for each child age 10 or over but under 16 years. Generally, the 
allowance is paid to the mother. 


Another program, called Family Assistance, is operated in conjunc- 
tion with Family Allowances and bridges the gap until a child becomes 
eligible for Family Allowances. Under Family Assistance, payments are 
made at Family Allowances rates for each child under age 16 resident in 
Canada supported by a landed immigrant or by a Canadian returning to 
reside in Canada permanently. 


— o 


Youth Allowances. - Under this program, monthly allowances of $10 
are paid in respect of all dependent youths age 16 and 17 who are 
receiving full-time educational training or who are precluded from doing 
so by reason of physical or mental infirmity. 


The province of Quebec operates a comparable program called 
Schooling Allowances which covers eligible youths in Quebec and for 
which that province receives equivalent payments from the federal 
government under the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Revision Act of 1966 
(see pages 9 and 12). The Youth Allowances program and the Quebec 
Schooling Allowances cover all eligible youths in Canada. 


Canada Assistance Plan. - This Plan was enacted in 1966 as a 
comprehensive public assistance measure to complement other income 
security measures. It provides, under agreements with the provinces, 
federal contributions of 50 per cent of the costs of assistance to 
persons in need and of certain costs of improving or extending welfare 
services. The Plan is designed to replace the Unemployment Assistance 
Act, 1956, (see below) although the latter will continue in effect in some 
provinces for an interim period with respect to certain programs that 
utilize a means test and are not covered under the Canada Assistance 
Plan. 


The Canada Assistance Plan legislation provides that the provinces 
may discontinue their programs of old age assistance, blind persons 
allowances and disabled persons allowances (see below) and instead give 
aid under their general programs, with costs shared under the Canada 
Assistance Plan. All provinces had signed agreements under the Canada 
Assistance Plan by the end of August 1967. The arrangements for con- 
tracting out of certain shared-cost programs that were introduced in 
1965 under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act are 
applied to Quebec's agreement under the Plan (see pages 9 and 12). 


Effective from April 1, 1966, the Canada Assistance Plan extends 
federal sharing to include the following costs, which were not shared 
under the Unemployment Assistance Act: assistance to needy mothers 
with dependent children, maintenance of children in the care of pro- 
vincially approved child welfare agencies, health care services to needy 
persons, and the extension of welfare services to prevent or remove 
causes of dependency or to assist recipients in achieving self-support. 
The only eligibility requirement specified is that of need, which is to 
be determined through an assessment of budgetary requirements as well 
as of income and resources. A province must not require previous 
residence as a condition of eligibility for assistance or for continued 
assistance. Rates of assistance and eligibility requirements are set by 
the province so that they may be adjusted to local conditions and the 
needs of special groups. The Plan requires that the provinces establish 
procedures for appeal from decisions that relate to the provision of 
assistance. 


2. Gs 


Unemployment Assistance. - The Unemployment Assistance Act of 1956, 
as amended, authorized the federal government to enter into an agree- 
ment with any province to reimburse 50 per cent of the unemployment 
assistance expenditures made by that province and its municipalities to 
unemployed persons and their dependents who are in need. Payments to 
both employable and unemployable persons are sharable, as are the costs 
of maintaining persons in homes for special care, and the costs of supple- 
mentary aid to recipients of old age security pensions, old age 
assistance, blind persons allowances, disabled persons allowances and 
unemployment insurance benefits, where the amount of assistance is 
determined by the province or municipality on the basis of need. Federal 
sharing was extended to mothers' allowances from April 1, 1966. Effective 
from April 1, 1965, Quebec received partial payment for assistance 
costs under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act under 
which the province is entitled to compensation in the form of a tax abate- 
ment and an equalization payment (see pages 9 and 12). 


As noted above, all programs for which aid is based on a needs test 
are included for reimbursement under the Canada Assistance Plan, with 
regard to which all provinces had signed agreements by August 1967. 

The Unemployment Assistance Act, however, remains in effect in the 
Yukon and Northwest Territories and for a transitional period in some 
provinces to cover the costs of aid to residual groups of persons under 
certain means test programs during the process of conversion to needs 
test programs. 


Old Age Assistance. - This program was introduced to provide income 
support to persons age 65 or over who are in need and who meet the ten 
years' residence and income requirements, but who have not yet reached 
eligible age for the Old Age Security pension. The federal government 
reimburses the provinces 50 per cent of up to $75 per month towards 
assistance given each recipient. 


Since the qualifying age under the Old Age Security legislation is 
gradually being reduced, this program will be phased out by 1970 when 
the qualifying age for the Old Age Security pension reaches 65. 


Effective April 1, 1965, the province of Quebec receives payments 
in respect of this program under the terms of the Established Programs 
(Interim Arrangements) Act, which entitles the province to a tax abatement 
and an equalization payment (see pages 9 and 12). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy aged under its general program with 
the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of pro- 
vinces no longer accept applications under the Old Age Assistance 
program. They may also transfer current recipients to their general 
programs provided that there is no decrease in benefits.

Blind Persons Allowances. - Under this program, the federal govern- 
ment reimburses the provinces 75 per cent of the allowances paid to blind 
persons who are age 18 and over and who are in need and who meet the 10 
years' residence and income requirements. The provincial payment sharable 
by the federal government is up to a maximum of $75 monthly per recipient. 


Effective April 1, 1965, the payments to Quebec are made under the 
terms of the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act, which 
entitles the province to a tax abatement and an equalization payment 
(see page 12). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this pro- 
gram and give aid to its needy blind persons under its general program 
with the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of provinces 
no longer accept applications under the Blind Persons Allowances program. 
They may also transfer current recipients to their general programs 
provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Disabled Persons Allowances. - This program provides for federal 
reimbursement to the provinces for allowances paid to permanently and 
totally disabled persons age 18 and over who are in need and meet the 
10 years' residence and income requirements. The federal government 
reimburses the provinces for 50 per cent of up to $75 a month for each 
recipient. 


Effective April 1, 1965, payments to Quebec are made under the 
terms of the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act, which 
entitled the province to a tax abatement and an equalization payment 
(see pages 9 and 12). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy disabled under its general program, 
with the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada As- 
sistance Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number 
of provinces no longer accept applications under the Disabled Persons 
Allowances program. They may also transfer current recipients to their 
general programs provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Fitness and Amateur Sport Program. - Under the Fitness and 
Amateur Sport Act of 1961 the federal government may spend up to 


$5,000,000 a year on the encouragement, promotion and development 

of active leisure pursuits for everyone in Canada. These programs 

are carried out mainly by non-governmental agencies. Also, Canadian 
participation in active recreation and amateur sport can be promoted 
internationally, nationally, provincially and locally through financial 
assistance, technical guidance, the provision of teaching materials, 
training assistance, research and the construction of facilities. The 
30-member National Advisory Council of Fitness and Amateur Sport 

serves the Minister of National Health and Welfare in an advisory capacity. 
Various committees have been established to ensure co-operation and 
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co-ordination between interested officials of the federal and provincial 
governments and with executives of the sports organizations. 


The federal program has five elements: Grants to National 
Organizations, Grants for Athletic Events, Grants for Training and 
Research, Services of the Department of National Health and Welfare, 
and Grants to the Provinces. Applications for all grants at the pro- 
vincial or local level are made in the first instance to the responsible 
provincial department. 


The province of Quebec did not sign an agreement with the federal 
government and hence does not take part in the program. 


National Welfare Grant Program. - Established in 1962 to help 


develop and strengthen welfare services in Canada, this program provides 
for a general welfare and professional training grant and a welfare 
research grant. 


The general welfare grant provides funds for projects to improve 
welfare administration, develop provincial consultative and co- 
ordinating services, and to strengthen and extend public and voluntary 
welfare services in child welfare, aging, general assistance and other 
welfare fields. Bursaries for full-time graduate training at Canadian 
schools of social work are provided as well as training grants for 
employees of government and voluntary welfare agencies. Staff 
development grants provide support for a wide variety of staff training 
programs for personnel employed, or to be employed, in public and non- 
governmental welfare agencies.These provisions are administered in 
co-operation and on a shared-cost basis with the provinces, whereas the 
following provisions of the program are administered by the federal 
government: welfare scholarships are awarded for graduate study in 
Canadian schools of social work and fellowships for advanced study at 
Canadian and foreign universities; teaching and field instruction grants 
assist Canadian schools of social work with the salaries of additional 
staff required to implement the program. 


A variety of research studies undertaken by public and voluntary 
welfare and correctional agencies, universities and research 
institutions are supported by welfare research grants. 


National voluntary welfare agencies may submit directly to the 
federal government projects relating to the strengthening and developing 
of welfare services not covered by other provisions of the program. 


Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services. - The federal Act was 


passed in 1957 and by 1961, all provinces and territories had entered 
this program by which the Government of Canada shares with the provinces 
the cost of providing specified hospital services to insured patients. 
The program covers 99 per cent of the population of Canada. Specifically 


excluded from the program are tuberculosis hospitals and sanatoria, 
hospitals or institutions for the mentally ill, as well as institutions 
providing custodial care, such as nursing homes and homes for the aged. 
The methods of administering and financing the program in each pro- 
vince and the provision of services above the stipulated minimum that 
is required by the Act are left to the choice of the province. 


Insured in-patient services must include accommodation, meals, 
necessary nursing service, diagnostic procedures, pharmaceuticals, 
the use of operating rooms, case rooms, anaesthetic facilities, and the 
use of radictherapy and physiotherapy if available. Similar services 
for out-patients may be included in provincial plans and authorized for 
contribution under the Act. All provinces include some out-patient 
services. The Government of Canada's contribution to each province is 
determined by multiplying the average number of insured people in that 
province by the sum of 25 per cent of the per capita cost of in- 
patient services in Canada plus 25 per cent of the per capita cost of 
in-patient services in the province. Thus, the total contribution is 
about 50 per cent of the sharable cost for all Canada, but the proportion 
is higher for provinces where the per capita cost is below average and 
lower for the other provinces. Contributions for insured out-patient 
services with respect to each province are paid in the same proportion 
as the contributions to the cost for in-patients. Since January 1, 1965 
payments to Quebec are made under the terms of the Established Programs 
(Interim Arrangements) Act (see pages 9 and 12). 


The tabular presentation on the operation of the Hospital Insurance 
and Diagnostic Services Act is on a calendar-year basis. The cost of in- 
patient services in total and per capita cannot, under the provisions of 
the Act, be established in final form on other than a calendar-year basis. 
The data on preliminary costs and federal contributions, although avail- 
able on a fiscal-year basis, are presented on a calendar-year basis to 
provide an internally consistent historical series. 


General Health Grants. - The General Health Grants program of 
federal grants-in-aid to the provinces was started in 1948 and had the 
objective of strengthening public health services and hospital services 
in those areas where provincial authorities recognized the need. Prior 
to fiscal year 1961-62, the health grants program included Hospital 
Construction Grants, but since then it has been separated under two 
Parliamentary votes, General Health Grants and Hospital Construction 
Grants (see below). 


Since January 1, 1965, with the exception of the Public Health 
Research grant and demonstration projects, federal contributions to 
Quebec under the health grants program have been made under the terms 
of the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act (see pages 9 
ana 12) % 
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The grant structure has been modified several times but the basic 
objectives have remained unchanged. The individual health grants now 
in effect assist the provinces in the principal fields of public health 


as follows: 


Professional Training Grant - to train additional health and 


hospital workers; 


Mental Health Grant - to aid in prevention of mental illness by 
improving and extending facilities for treatment and rehabilita- 
tion, the training of mental health personnel, and the progressive 
extension of free treatment; 


Tuberculosis Control Grant - to extend programs of prevention 
and case finding, rehabilitation and free treatment, aimed at 
eradication of the disease; 


Public Health Research Grant - to encourage and assist public 
health research including the conduct of surveys and studies; 


General Public Health Grant - to develop new and extended public 
health organization facilities and services in both rural and 
urban areas; 


Cancer Control Grant - to assist programs for the detection and 
treatment of cancer and the maintenance of specialized treatment 
and research centres; 


Medical Rehabilitation and Crippled Children Grant - to assist in 
the provision of medical and ancillary rehabilitation facilities and 


services and programs for the prevention and correction of 
crippling conditions in children and adults, including the training 
of personnel; 


Child and Maternal Health Grant - to assist in reducing infant 
mortality and to improve maternal, infant and child health 
services and facilities. 


Hospital Construction Grants. - Formerly included in the general 
Health Grants program (see above), these grants have been administered 
since 1961-62 under a separate Parliamentary vote. Their purpose is 
to aid in new hospital construction and renovation for general treatment 
and allied classes of care and for mental and tuberculosis treatment 
beds. These grants may also be used for the construction of other health 
facilities, such as community health centres and residences for nurses 
and interns. 
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Health Resources Fund. - This forms one of three closely-related 
parts of the Health Resources Program, the main purpose of which is 
to help meet the increasing need for trained people to provide more 
and better comprehensive health services. The other two parts of the 
program are (a) health resources studies and (b) the provision of a 
consultative service in the fields of health, manpower and education. 


The Health Resources Fund Act was enacted in July 1966 and 
supporting regulations were passed in February 1967. A sum of $500 
million has been appropriated for the Fund, the purpose of which is to 
provide assistance to the provinces of up to 50% of the capital costs of 
constructing, renovating, acquiring and equipping health training and 
research facilities, which include schools, hospitals or the institutions 
or any portion thereof. Although planning and designing costs are 
eligible for support, the costs of land, interest charges and residential 
accommodation are excluded. The $500 million is to be expended over 
a 15-year period ending in 1980. 


The Fund is divided into three parts: $300 million to be distributed 
among the provinces in proportion to their populations, $25 million as a 
special additional allocation to the four Atlantic provinces for joint 
projects and the remaining $175 million to be allocated by the Governor- 
in-Council. 


Fiscal Arrangements between the Federal Government 


and the Government of the Province of Quebec 


As the province of Quebec does not participate directly in the Youth 
Allowances program or in programs under which the federal government 
makes contributions to the provinces on a shared-cost basis, the federal 
government compensates that province with the equivalent value of pay- 
ments which would otherwise have been made either in or to Quebec. The 
following two paragraphs explain the agreements which have been reached 
with respect to Youth Allowances and under the Established Programs 
(Interim Arrangements) Act. 


(a) Youth Allowances - Under the Youth Allowances Act, a province 
which was at the time of passage of the Act providing schooling al- 
lowances to its youths might be excluded from the provisions of the 
Act on being so prescribed by the Minister of National Health and 
Welfare. On being prescribed, the federal individual income tax was 
abated by 3 per cent (sec. 33, Income Tax Act) on residents of that 
province to allow the province to impose an equivalent tax without 

an additional burden on its residents. The Federal-Provincial Fiscal 
Revision Act 1964, C-26 section 6, provides that, where the federal 
saving arising from a province providing its own schooling allowances 
exceeds or falls short of the value of the federal individual income 
tax abated in that province, the Minister of Finance will pay to that 
province the amount by which the federal saving exceeds the value of the 
federal tax abatement, or where the federal tax abatement exceeds the 
federal saving, recover the excess from other payments due to the 
province. Quebec is the only province to which this arrangement is 


applicable,

(b) Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act - This Act pro- 


vides that, where a province was participating in certain federal- 
provincial shared-cost programs enumerated in Schedule I of the Act (1) 
and where the province desired that it should wholly administer and 
finance the programs, it might enter into an agreement supplementary 

to the agreement governing the joint program, to assume responsibility 
for the program. On such a supplementary agreement being entered into, 
the Government of Canada undertook to abate the federal individual 
income tax by specified amounts on residents of that province, to pay 

a tax equalization payment computed in accordance with section 8 of the 
Act and, if the value of the tax abatement and tax equalization differed 
from the contribution the federal government would have made under the 
original agreement governing each program, the federal government would 
make a payment or recovery equivalent to the difference. The Province 
of Quebec was the only province to avail itself of the provisions of the 
Act. On the passage of the Canada Assistance Plan, the provisions of 
the Act were amended to also include that plan. 


The federal Department of Finance has the responsibility of 
administering these financial arrangements. 


As the tables in this publication exclude the contributions that 
the Province of Quebec receives under the above agreements and as it may 
be important to measure the total federal contributions made towards 
expenditures by all the provinces with respect to these programs, the 
following table provides details as to the amounts paid to the Province 
of Quebec under these financial arrangements. It is therefore possible 
to calculate totals showing the extent of federal participation as a 
result of each of these programs. 


Under the original provisions of the legislation, two tax abatement 
points were collectively assigned to the three categorical welfare 
programs and 2 points were assigned to unemployment assistance. Com- 
mencing with fiscal year 1967-68, under the amended provisions of the 
Act, four tax abatement points are collectively assigned to the three 
categorical welfare programs, unemployment assistance and the Canada 
Assistance Plan. The following table presents data up to 1967-68. 

In the case of the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services program, the 
latest data shown are for calendar year 1968 as that program is on a 
calendar year basis. For analytical purposes, the federal contribution 
for all categorical welfare programs has been allocated to each 

individual program. 


(1) Schedule I of the Act enumerates the hospital insurance program 
under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, Old Age 
Assistance, Blind Persons Allowances, Disabled Persons Allowances, 
Unemployment Assistance, the various projects under the Technical 
and Vocational Training Assistance Act, and the Health Grants 
Program. 


Sources of Data 


The tables were compiled from data obtained from the respective 
Divisions within the Department of National Health and Welfare. Re- 
cent data presented in this Bulletin are preliminary and, when final 
totals are compiled, necessary adjustments may be made which, however, 
may not be specifically allocated to any particular month or months. 
In some instances, adjustments may carry forward and thus may affect 
the statistics relating to the next fiscal year.

Presentation 


In most cases the data are presented in two ways: (1) a table 
giving the number of recipients under the program and federal 
expenditures either for a period of seven years or, if the program 
began within that period, since the date it commenced, and a break- 
down by months for the latest 15 months; (2) a summary by province 
of the number of recipients and net payments made by the federal 
government for the latest month in the relevant quarter. Monthly 
data in respect of the Fitness and Amateur Sport program and the 
National Welfare Grants are not given as these programs are not related 
to a monthly pattern of expenditure. 


Provincial claims on the federal government under the provisions 
of the Canada Assistance Plan Act are in many cases not received in the 
month in which the original provincial expenditure was made and, by the 
time they have been processed, settlement may be made in the month 
following that in which the claims were received. As it would be 
extremely difficult to separate the parts of the claims which are ap- 
plicable to a particular month, especially when, in some instances, a 
claim may include expenditures which were made several months previously, 
the monthly data presented in the publication on expenditures under the 
Canada Assistance Plan are shown as for the month in which the federal 
government actually reimbursed the provinces. 


As the total and per capita cost of in-patient services under the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services program cannot be established 
in final form, under provisions of the Act, on other than a calendar- 
year basis, the tabular presentation on the operations of that program 
has to be presented on that basis. For consistency, therefore, the data 
on preliminary costs and federal contributions are also given on a 
calendar-year basis.

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The Quarterly Statistical Bulletincontains selected statistics 
onhealthand welfare programs, operated by the Department of National 
Health and Welfare, which are the responsibility of the federal govern- 
ment or which are undertaken together with the provincial governments 
under cost-sharing arrangéments. The Bulletin has been developed to 
meet the needs of federal, provincial and municipal government officials, 
voluntary agencies, educational institutions, news media and all others 
who have shown an interest in obtaining such data.

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INTRODUCTION 


To supplement the program statistics presented in this publication, 
the main provisions governing each of the programs are described briefly 
below. Information in greater detail is to be found in this Department's 
publications, Social Security in Canada and Health and Welfare Services 
in Canada, as well as in the annual reports of each of the programs. 


Programs 


Old Age Security. - The Old Age Security Act of 1951, as amended, 
provides for pensions to be paid monthly to all persons who meet the age 
and residence requirements. At the end of 1965 the qualifying age was 
70 but since then, the qualifying age is being reduced one year at a time 
so that in 1968 the Old Age Security pension was payable to those age 67 
or over and, by 1970, it is payable to all eligible individuals at age 65 
and over. The monthly pension amounted to $75 in 1967, became $76.50 in 
1968, $78.00 in 1969 and $79.58 in 1970, following adjustments in the 
Pension Index developed for the Canada Pension Plan. 


This program is financed by the proceeds of a 3 per cent sales tax, 
a 3 per cent tax on corporation income and a 4 per cent tax on taxable 
personal income, subject to an annual limit of $240. These revenues are 
credited to the Old Age Security Fund. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement. - This program became effective on 
January 1, 1967, and is designed to provide a supplementary benefit to 
elderly people with little or no income other than the Old Age Security 
pension. The maximum supplement is 40 per cent of the Old Age Security 
pension, which in 1967 provided a monthly supplement of up to $30. As 
the pension was escalated in 1968, 1969 and 1970 with adjustments in the 
Pension Index, the maximum monthly supplement applicable in 1968 was 
raised to $30.60, in 1969 to $31.20 and in 1970 to S31.00, “Thts, “for 
1968, pensioners with only the Old Age Security pension were guaranteed 
an annual income of $1,285.20 for single pensioners and $2,570.40 for a 
married couple who are both pensioners. In 1970 the amounts are $1,336.92 
and $2,673.84, respectively. Pensioners with income in addition to the 
Old Age Security pension may receive a partial monthly supplement calculated 
by reducing the maximum monthly supplement by one dollar for each two full 
dollars of monthly income other than the pension. 


Income for purposes of the program is determined under the Income 
Tax Act but excludes the Old Age Security pension and the amount of any 
supplement. 


The Canada Pension Plan* 


The Act establishing the Canada Pension Plan received Royal Assent 
on April 3, 1965 and was proclaimed in force on May 5 of the same year. 
The collection of contributions commenced in January, 1966.

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To participate in the Plan, a person must be between the ages of 18 
and 70 and earn more than $600 yearly as an employee, or at least $800 if 
he is self-employed. As of 1968, contributions were made on earnings 
between $600 and $5,100 a year in the case of both employees and self- 
employed persons; by 1970 the upper limit has been adjusted to $5,300. 
Employees contribute at the rate of 1.8 per cent, with a matching contri- 
bution being made by their employers, while self-employed persons contri- 
bute at the rate of 3.6 per cent. No contributions are to be made by 
persons while they are receiving disability pensions. 


Benefits are classified under three main headings: Retirement 
Pensions; Survivors' Benefits, consisting of a widow's pension, a disabled 
widower's pension, orphan's benefits, and a lump sum death benefit; and 
Disability Pensions for contributors, with additional benefits for their 
dependent children. 


In January 1967, the first benefits were paid in the form of Retire- 
ment Pensions. In February 1968, the first survivors' benefits were paid. 
Disability pensions for contributors, with additional benefits for their 
dependent children, become payable in February 1970. 


All monthly benefits being paid are adjusted upwards annually if the 
changes in the Pension Index warrant it. Benefits in payment in. L9G7 
were increased by two per cent effective January 1968, those in payment 
in 1968 were increased by two per cent effective January 1969 as were 
those in payment in 1969 effective January 1970. 


The Plan is universally applicable throughout Canada, except in the 
Province of Quebec where a comparable pension plan has been established. 
Benefit credits accrued under the Canada or Quebec Plans are portable 
throughout Canada. 


The Canada Pension Plan is entirely self-supporting in that all 
benefits and all costs incurred in the administration of the program are 
financed solely from the contributions made by employees, employers and 
self-employed persons and the interest earned from the investment of 
funds. 


Family Allowances. - The Family Allowances program provides for pay- 
ments on behalf of all children up to age 16 who are resident in Canada, 
subject to minimal residence qualifications. Monthly payments are made 
at the rate of $6 for each child under 10 years of age and $8 for each 
child age 10 or over but under 16 years. Generally, the allowance is 
paid to the mother. 


Another program, called Family Assistance, is operated in conjunc- 
tion with Family Allowances and bridges the gap until a child becomes 
eligible for Family Allowances. Under Family Assistance, payments are 
made at Family Allowances rates for each child under age 16 resident in 
Canada supported by a landed immigrant or by a Canadian returning to 
reside in Canada permanently. 


aie. 


Youth Allowances. - Under this program, monthly allowances of $10 
are paid in respect of all dependent youths age 16 and 17 who are 
receiving full-time educational training or who are precluded from doing 
so by reason of physical or mental infirmity. 


The province of Quebec operates a comparable program called 
Schooling Allowances which covers eligible youths in Quebec and for 
which that province receives equivalent payments from the federal 
government under the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Revision Act of 1964 (see 
pages 9 and 11). The Youth Allowances program and the Quebec Schooling 
Allowances cover all eligible youths in Canada. 


Canada Assistance Plan. - This plan was enacted in 1966 as a 
comprehensive public assistance measure to complement other income 
security measures. It provides, under agreements with the provinces, 
federal contribution of 50 per cent of the costs of assistance to persons 
in need and of certain costs of improving or extending welfare services. 
The plan is designed to replace the Unemployment Assistance Act 1956 
although the latter will continue in effect in some provinces for an interim 
period with respect to certain programs that are not covered under the 
Plan. The legislation also provides that the provinces may discontinue 
their programs of old age assistance, blind persons allowances and 
disabled persons allowances (see below) and instead give aid under their 
general programs, with costs shared under the Plan. All provinces had 
signed agreements by the end of August 1967. The provisions for contracting 
out of certain shared-cost programs that were introduced in 1965 under 
the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act are applied to Quebec's 
agreement under the Plan (see pages 9, 10 and aLAPY 4, 


Effective from April 1, 1966, the Plan extends federal sharing to 
include the following costs, which were not shared under the Unemp loyment 
Assistance Act. Assistance to needy mothers with dependent children, 
maintenance of children in the care of provincially-approved child welfare 
agencies, health care services to needy persons, and the extension of 
welfare services to prevent or remove causes of dependency or to assist 
recipients in achieving self-support. The only eligibility requirement 
is need, which is to be determined through an assessment of budget, 
income and resources requirements. A province must not require previous 
residence as a condition of eligibility for assistance or for continued 
assistance. Rates of assistance and eligibility requirements are set by 
the province so that they may be adjusted to local conditions and the needs 
of special groups. The Plan requires that the province establish procedures 
for appeal from decisions that relate to the provision of assistance. 


Unemployment Assistance. - The Unemployment Assistance Act of 1956, 
as amended, authorized the federal government to enter into an agreement 
with any province to reimburse 50 per cent of the unemployment assistance 
expenditures made by that province and its municipalities to unemployed 
persons and their dependents who are in need. Payments to both employable 
and unemployable persons are sharable, as are the costs of maintaining 
persons in homes for special care, and the costs of supplementary aid to 
recipients of old age security pensions, old age assistance, blind persons 
allowances, disabled persons allowances and unemployment insurance benefits, 
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where the amount of assistance is determined by the province or municipality 
on the basis of need. Federal sharing was extended to mothers' allowances 
from April 1, 1966. Effective from April 1, 1965, Quebec received partial 
payment for assistance costs under the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act under which the province is entitled to compensation in 
the form of a tax abatement and an equalization payment (see pages 9, 

LO. and 1p. 


As noted above, all programs for which aid is based on a needs test 
are included for reimbursement under the Canada Assistance Plan, with 
regard to which all provinces had signed agreements by August 1967. The 
Unemployment Assistance Act, however, remains in effect in the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories and for a transitional period in some provinces to 
cover the costs of aid to residual groups of persons under certain means 
test programs during the process of conversion to needs test programs. 


Old Age Assistance. - This program was introduced to provide income 
support to persons age 65 or over who were in need and who met the ten 
years' residence and income requirements, but who had not yet reached 
eligible age for the Old Age Security pension. The federal government 
reimbursed the provinces 50 per cent of up to $75 per month towards 
assistance given each recipient. 


Since the qualifying age under the Old Age Security legislation was 
being gradually reduced each year, this program was phased out by 1970 
when the qualifying age for the Old Age Security pension reached 65. 


Effective April 1, 1965, the province of Quebec received payments 
in respect of this program under the terms of the Established Programs 
(Interim Arrangements) Act, which entitled the province to a tax abate- 
ment and an equalization payment (see pages 9, 10 and 11). 


A province could elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy aged under its general program with 
the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of provinces 
no longer accepted applications under the Old Age Assistance program. 
They could also transfer current recipients to their general REOBEams 
provided that there was no decrease in benefits. 


Blind Persons Allowances. - Under this program, the federal govern- 
ment reimburses the provinces 75 per cent of the allowances paid to blind 
persons who are age 18 and over and who are in need and who meet the 10 
years' residence and income requirements. The provincial payment sharable 
by the federal government is up to a maximum of $75 monthly per recipient. 


Effective April 1, 1965, the payments to Quebec are made under the 
terms of the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act, which 
entitles the province to a tax abatement and an equalization payment 
(see. pages .9,, 10: and 11). 
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A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this pro- 
gram and give aid to its needy blind persons under its general program 
with the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of provinces 
no longer accept applications under the Blind Persons Allowances program. 
They may also transfer current recipients to their general programs 
provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Disabled Persons Allowances. - This program provides for federal 
reimbursement to the provinces for allowances paid to permanently and 
totally disabled persons age 18 and over who are in need and meet the 
10 years' residence and income requirements. The federal government 
reimburses the provinces for 50 per cent of up to $75 a month for each 
recipient. 


Effective April 1, 1965, payments to Quebec are made under the terms 
of the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act, which entitles 
the province to a tax abatement and an equalization payment (see pages 
one 2Oyand: lab). 


A province may elect to discontinue its participation in this 
program and give aid to its needy disabled under its general program, 
with the federal government sharing the costs under the Canada Assistance 
Plan (see above). In accordance with this provision a number of provinces 
no longer accept applications under the Disabled Persons Allowances 
program. They may also transfer current recipients to their general 
programs provided that there is no decrease in benefits. 


Fitness and Amateur Sport Program. - Under the Fitness and Amateur 
Sport Act of 1961 the federal government may spend up to $5,000,000 a 


year on the encouragement, promotion and development of active leisure 
pursuits for everyone in Canada. These programs are carried out mainly 
by non-governmental agencies. Also, Canadian participation in active 
recreation and amateur sport can be promoted internationally, nationally, 
provincially and locally through financial assistance, technical 
guidance, the provision of teaching materials, training assistance, 
research and the construction of facilities. The 30-member National 
Advisory Council of Fitness and Amateur Sport serves the Minister of 
National Health and Welfare in an advisory capacity. Various committees 
have been established to ensure co-operation and co-ordination between 
interested officials of the federal and provincial governments and with 
executives of the sports organizations. 


The federal program has five elements: Grants to National Organiza- 
tions, Grants for Athletic Events, Grants for Training and Research, 
Services of the Department of National Health and Welfare, and Grants to 
the Provinces. Applications for all grants at the provincial or local 
level are made in the first instance to the responsible provincial depart- 


ment. 
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The province of Quebec has not signed an agreement with the federal 
government and hence does not take part in the program. 


National Welfare Grant Program. - Established in 1962 to help 


develop and strengthen welfare services in Canada, this program provides 
for a general welfare and professional training grant and a welfare 
research grant. 


The general welfare grant provides funds for projects to improve 
welfare administration, develop provincial consultative and co-ordinating 
services, and to strengthen and extend public and voluntary welfare 
services in child welfare, aging, general assistance and other welfare 
fields. Bursaries for full-time graduate training at Canadian schools of 
social work are provided as well as training grants for employees of 
government and voluntary welfare agencies. Staff development grants 
provide support for a wide variety of staff training programs for 
personnel employed, or to be employed, in public and non-governmental 
welfare agencies. These provisions are administered in co-operation and 
on a shared-cost basis with the provinces, whereas the following provisions 
of the program are administered by the federal government: welfare 
scholarships are awarded for graduate study in Canadian schools of social 
work and fellowships for advanced study at Canadian and foreign universities; 
teaching and field instruction grants assist Canadian schools of social 
work with the salaries of additional staff required to implement the 
program, 


A variety of research studies undertaken by public and voluntary 
welfare and correctional agencies, universities and research institutions 
are supported by welfare research grants. 


National voluntary welfare agencies may submit directly to the 
federal government projects relating to the strengthening and developing 
of welfare services not covered by other provisions of the program. 


Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services. - The federal Act *was 


passed in 1957 and, by 1961, all provinces and territories had entered 

this program by which the Government of Canada shares with the provinces 
the cost of providing specified hospital services to insured patients. 

The program covers 99 per cent of the population of Canada. Specifically 
excluded from the program are tuberculosis hospitals and sanatoria, 
hospitals or institutions for the mentally ill, as well as institutions 
providing custodial care, such as nursing homes and homes for the aged. 

The methods of administering and financing the program in each province 

and the provision of services above the stipulated minimum that is required 
by the Act are left to the choice of the province. 


Insured in-patient services must include accommodation, meals, 
necessary nursing service, diagnostic procedures, pharmaceuticals, the 
use of operating rooms, case rooms, anaesthetic facilities, and the use 
of radiotherapy and physiotherapy if available. Similar services for 
out-patients may be included in provincial plans and authorized for 
contribution under the Act. All provinces include some out-patient 
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services. The Government of Canada's contribution to each province is 
determined by multiplying the average number of insured people in that 
province by the sum of 25 per cent of the per capita cost of in-patient 
services in Canada plus 25 per cent of the per capita cost of in-patient 
services in the province. Thus, the total contribution is about 50 per 
cent of the sharable cost for all Canada, but the proportion is higher 
for provinces where the per capita cost is below average and lower for 
the other provinces. Contributions for insured out-patient services with 
respect to each province are paid in the same proportion as the contribu- 
tions to the cost for in-patients. Since January 1, 1965 payments to 
Quebec are made under the terms of the Established Programs (Interim 
Arrangements) Act (see pages 9, 10 and 11). 


The tabular presentation on the operation of the Hospital Insurance 
and Diagnostic Services Act is on a calendar-year basis, The cost of in- 
patient services in total and per capita cannot, under the provisions of 
the Act, be established in final form on other than a calendar-year basis. 
The data on preliminary costs and federal contributions, although avail- 
able on a fiscal-year basis, are presented on a calendar-year basis to 
provide an internally consistent historical series. 


General Health Grants. - The General Health Grants program of 
federal grants-in-aid to the provinces was started in 1948 and had the 
objective of strengthening public health services and hospital services 
in those areas where provincial authorities recognized the need. Prior 
to fiscal year 1961-62, the health grants program included Hospital 
Construction Grants, but since then it has been separated under two 
Parliamentary votes, General Health Grants and Hospital Construction 
Grants (see below). 


Since January 1, 1965, with the execption of the Public Health 
Research grant and demonstration projects, federal contributions to 
Quebec under the health grants program have been made under the terms 
of the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act (see pages os 
10*and il): 


The grant structure has been modified several times but the basic 
objectives have remained unchanged. The individual health grants now in 
effect assist the provinces in the principal fields of public health 
as follows: 


Professional Training Grant - to train additional health and 


hospital workers; 


Mental Health Grant - to aid in prevention of mental illness by 
improving and extending facilities for treatment and rehabilitation, 
the training of mental health personnel, and the progressive 
extension of free treatment; 


Tuberculosis Control Grant - to extend programs of prevention and 
i . * 
case finding, rehabilitation and free treatment, aimed at eradica- 


tion of the disease; 
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Public Health Research Grant - to encourage and assist public 
health research including the conduct of surveys and studies; 


General Public Health Grant - to develop new and extended public 
health organization facilities and services in both rural and urban 
areas; 


Cancer Control Grant - to assist programs for the detection and 
treatment of cancer and the maintenance of specialized treatment 
and research centres; 


Medical Rehabilitation and Crippled Children Grant - to assist in 
the provision of medical and ancillary rehabilitation facilities and 


services and programs for the prevention and correction of crippling 
conditions in children and adults, including the training of 
personnel; 


Child and Maternal Health Grant - to assist in reducing infant 
mortality and to improve maternal, infant and child health services 
and facilities. 


Hospital Construction Grants. - Formerly included in the general 
Health Grants program (see above), these grants have been administered 
since 1961-62 under a separate Parliamentary vote. Their purpose is to 
aid in new hospital construction and renovation for general treatment 
and allied classes of care and for mental and tuberculosis treatment 
beds. These grants may also be used for the construction of other health 
facilities, such as community health centres and residences for nurses 
and interns. 


Health Resources Fund. - This forms one of three closely-related 
parts of the Health Resources Program, the main purpose of which is to 
help meet the increasing need for trained people to provide more 
comprehensive and better health services. The other two parts of the 
program are (a) health resources studies and (b) the provision of a 
consultative service in the fields of health, manpower and education. 


The Health Resources Fund Act was enacted in July 1966 and supporting 
regulations were passed in February 1967. A sum of $500 million has been 
appropriated for the Fund, the purpose of which is to provide assistance to 
the provinces of up to 50% of the capital costs of constructing, renovat- 
ing, acquiring and equipping health training and research facilities, 
which include schools, hospitals or the institutions or any portion 
thereof. Although planning and designing costs are eligible for support, 
the costs of land, interest charges and residential accommodation are. 
excluded. The $500 million is to be expended over a 15-year period 
ending in 1980. 


The Fund is divided into three parts: $300 million to be distributed 
among the provinces in proportion to their populations, $25 million as a 
special additional allocation to the four Atlantic provinces for joint 
projects and the remaining $175 million to be allocated by the Governor- 
in-Council, 
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Fiscal Arrangements between the Federal Government 


and the Government of the Province of Quebec 


As the province of Quebec does not participate directly in the Youth 
Allowances program or in programs under which the federal government makes 
contributions to the provinces on a shared-cost basis, the federal govern- 
ment conpensates that province with the equivalent value of payments 
which would otherwise have been made either in or to Quebec. The following 
two paragraphs explain the agreements which have been reached with respect 
to Youth Allowances and under the Established Programs (Interim Arrange- 
ments) Act. 


(a) Youth Allowances - Under the Youth Allowances Act, a province which 
was at the time of passage of the Act providing schooling allowances to 

its youths might be excluded from the provisions of the Act on being so 
prescribed by the Minister of National Health and Welfare. On being prescribed, 
the federal individual income tax was abated by 3 per cent (sec. 33, Income 
Tax Act) on residents of that province to allow the province to impose an 
equivalent tax without an additional burden on its residents. The Federal- 
Provincial Fiscal Revision Act 1964, C-26 section 6, provides that, where 
the federal saving arising from a province providing its own schooling 
allowances exceeds or falls short of the value of the federal individual 
income tax abated in that province, the Minister of Finance will pay to 
that province the amount by which the federal saving exceeds the value 

of the federal tax abatement, or where the federal tax abatement exceeds 
the federal saving, recover the excess from other payments due to the 
province. Quebec is the only province to which this arrangement is 
applicable. 


(b) Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act - This Act provides 
that, where a province was participating in certain federal-provincial 
shared-cost programs enumerated in Schedule I of the Act(1) and where 
the province desired that it should wholly administer and finance the 
programs, it might enter into an agreement supplementary to the agreement 
governing the joint program, to assume responsibility for the program. 
On such a supplementary agreement being entered into, the Government of 
Canada undertook to abate the federal individual income tax by specified 
amounts on residents of that province, to pay a tax equalization payment 
computed in accordance with section 8 of the Act and, if the value of 
the tax abatement and tax equalization differed from the contribution 
the federal government would have made under the original agreement 


(1) Schedule I of the Act enumerates the hospital insurance program 
under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, Old Age 
Assistance, Blind Persons Allowances, Disabled Persons Allowances, 
Unemployment Assistance, the various projects under the Technical 
and Vocational Training Assistance Act, and the Health Grants 


Program.

governing each program, the federal government would make a payment or 
recovery equivalent to the difference. The province of Quebec was the 
only province to avail itself of the provisions of the Act. On the 
passage of the Canada Assistance Plan, the provisions of the Act were 
amended to also include that plan. 


The federal Department of Finance has the responsibility of 
administering these financial arrangements. 


As the tables in this publication exclude the contributions that 
the province of Quebec receives under the above agreements and as it may 
be important to measure the total federal contributions made towards 
expenditures by all the provinces with respect to these programs, the 
following table provides details as to the amounts paid to the province 
of Quebec under these financial arrangements. It is therefore possible 
to calculate totals showing the extent of federal participation as a 
result of each of these programs. 


Under the original provisions of the legislation, two tax abatement 
points were collectively assigned to the three categorical welfare 
programs and 2 points were assigned to unemployment assistance, Com- 
mencing with fiscal year 1967-68, under the amended provisions of the 
Act, four tax abatement points are collectively assigned to the three 
categorical welfare programs, unemployment assistance and the Canada 
Assistance Plan. The following table presents data up to 1967-68. In 
the case of the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services program, the 
latest data shown are for calendar year 1968 as that program is on a 
calendar-year basis. For analytical purposes, the federal contribution 
for all categorical welfare programs has been allocated to each 
individual program.

Presentation 


In most cases the data are presented in two ways: (1) a table 
giving the number of recipients under the program and federal 
expenditures either for a period of seven years or, if the program 
began within that period, since the date it commenced, and a break- 
down by months for the latest 15 months; (2) a summary by province of 
the number of recipients and net payments made by the federal government 
for the latest month in the relevant quarter. Monthly data in respect of 
the Fitness and Amateur Sport program and the National Welfare Grants are 
not given as these programs are not related to a monthly pattern of 
expenditure. 


Provincial claims on the federal government under the provisions 
of the Canada Assistance Plan Act are in many cases not received in the 
month in which the original provincial expenditure was made and, by the 
time they have been processed, settlement may be made in the month 
following that in which the claims were received. As it would be 
extremely difficult to separate the parts of the claims which are ap- 
plicable to a particular month, especially when, in some instances, a 
claim may include expenditures which were made several months previously, 
the monthly data presented in the publication on expenditures under the 
Canada Assistance Plan are shown as for the month in which the federal 
government actually reimbursed the provinces. 


As the total and per capita cost of in-patient services under the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services program cannot be established 
in final form, under provisions of the Act, on other than a calendar- 
year basis, the tabular presentation on the operations of that program 
has to be presented on that basis. For consistency, therefore, the data 
on preliminary costs and federal contributions are also given ona 
calendar-year basis. . 


Sources of Data 


The tables were compiled from data obtained from the respective 
Divisions within the Department of National Health and Welfare. Recent 
data presented in this Bulletin are preliminary and, when final totals 
are compiled, necessary adjustments may be made which, however, may not 
be specifically allocated to any particular month or months. In some 
instances, adjustments may carry forward and thus may affect the 
statistics relating to the next fiscal year.
